Peruvian father who searched 
U years throujjh the world's 
meat Inhospitable Junple for a 
y >ung son kidnapped by In¬ 
dians has found- him alive 
near the Javnri Ri\or, 300 
miles southwest of here. 

Rut after the father’s years 
of suffering and courage, the 
reunion was brief and they 
have separated again. 


For today, at 21, the boy is 
Tushawa (chief) of a tribe of 
warlike Mayurunas Indians, 
complete with tribal tattoos, 
and told his father, "I will not 
leave my people.’* 

The story began when the 
boy was camping with his 
family 11 years ago along the 
Javari Mirim River, a tribu¬ 
tary of the Javari, which lies 
in Peru, where the father 


was working as a lumberman. 
The father was out working 
one day when the Indians at¬ 
tacked and other members of 
the family fled into the forest. 

The Indians, who are ex¬ 
tremely fond of children, car¬ 
ried the 10-year-old boy away 
to their village and brought 
him up as if he were an In¬ 
dian. After a while, he came

Dear Dr. Tbosteson: Will 
you explain what syncope is 
and the treatment?

Syncope is a technical term 
that covers either fainting or 
severe lightheadedness. 

There are many causes, and 
I rather suspect that your 
husband’s doctor hasn’t ex¬ 
plained” it because it can take 
some study to track down the 
specific cause. It isn’t always 
easy. 

Some Interference in circu¬ 
lation to the brain is one pos¬ 
sibility. but even that doesn't 
pin the specific cause down. 
For example, in an older per¬ 
son it is wise to suspect ane¬ 
mia, which can result fmm

blood loss. Anemia will be 
shown by a blood test, of 
course.

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Some Truth in a Rumor 


T he optimism generated by a report in 

The Times, London, that “there is reason to 
oelieve” that the United States and North Vietnam 
had reached broad agreement on terms of settle¬ 
ment of the war, has been systematically diluted. 
Hanoi and the communist side’s emissaries in Paris 
have denied the truth of the story emphatically. 
President Richard Nixon was rather less definite, 
leaving the impression that perhaps there was 
some truth in it: 


"I will only say that the negotiations are in a 
sensitive stage. I cannot and will not predict when 
they will succeed.” 

It will be noted that he chose to say "when” 
and not “if.” And it must have been deliberate. 

It is therefore permissible to speculate that the 
visit to Saigon of Major-General Alexander Haig, 
second only to Dr. Henry Kissinger among Pres¬ 
ident Nixon’s advisers, may have had more than a 
strictly military significance. At the very least he 
could have carried reassurances to President 
Nguen Van Thicu that he was not about to be 
abandoned in favor of a tri-party coalition govern¬ 
ment. Such a compromise is the most recent pro¬ 
posal frdm Hanoi; a government for Saigon com¬ 
prising representatives of the present reginte, the 
Viet Cong and “neutral elements,” but without 
President Thieu. J 

Madame B^yen Thi Binh, the Viet Cong’s top 
emissary in Paris and foreign minister in the rebel 
government, guaranteed that her party would not 
attempt to seize power if it were a part of the 
suggested coalition. She would expect a similar un¬ 
dertaking from the United States that it would not 


support a “puppet regime,” as she designates the 
present administration. 

There were no expressions of enthusiasm from 
the South Vietnamese or American negotiators in 
response to this offer. It could, nevertheless, pro¬ 
vide a base for bargaining. 

Agence France-Press, the French news ser¬ 
vice, i-eports from Hanoi; “The provisional revolu¬ 
tionary government and Hanoi have drawn up pro¬ 
posals which will allow the two parties not to lose 
face.. 

The usually well-informed agency suggests 
there will be an American response, but makes no 
prediction as to its purport. But from attitudes of 
the South Vietnamere and the Americans in the 
past it could hardly be anything but negative. 

There is still reason to hope, however, that 
there is substance in The Times’ report, first of all 
because it is not the sort of newspaper to publish 
rumors without precisely classifying them; and se¬ 
condly because the communist forces in the Saigon 
area are apparently building up to what could be a 
dramatic blow against the capital city itself. Suc¬ 
cess would give them a stronger position at the bar¬ 
gaining table and advantages hard to calculate in 
the event of a freeze of positions coming with a 
ceasefire. 

If Saigon should fall or the government be 
forced to evacuate the capital, unlikely but not in¬ 
conceivable events, Hanoi’s terms would inevitably 
harden. And presumably negotiators will take such 
developments into consideration when they discuss 
a poiitical compromise — something that is cer¬ 
tainly in progress at Paris, denials notwithstand¬ 
ing. 


Right Words, Wrong Party 


C ITY LAWYER and Liberal candidate for Es- 
quimalt-Saanich Louis Lindholm is to be 
commended for his outspoken concern over the 
drift away from law and order in Canada. 


“Crime,” he said recentiy, “shouid not be 
treated as a game and Canada should not allow its 
laws to be weighted in favor of the criminal.” 

Though his views are likely to be welcomed by 
most law-abiding taxpayers in Canada, it is sadiy 
unlikely that they will receive the approbation of 


the Ottawa heirarchy of his own party under 
whose maladministration the nation’s laws and 
their enforcement have been disastrously weak¬ 
ened during the past four years. 

Mr. Lindholm appears to be under the mistak¬ 
en impression that by expressing his well-consid¬ 
ered opinion on the matter of law and order he is 
voicing the Liberai party philosphy. But of course, 
he isn’t. What he is doing is supporting one of the 
major planks in the Progressive Conservative 
party’s platform. 


Symbolic Meaning 


P ROBLEMS OF AR'nCULATION of their inten¬ 
tions foiled the diversified inhabitants of Babel 
in the building of their tower to scale the heights 
of heaven, so the story goes. Since that ancient 
time, people of different languages have tried to 
communicate non-verbally through the use of sym¬ 
bols. And in some instances it has worked well, al¬ 
though signs can be just as misleading as words. 

In today’s world of International air travel the 
need for universally understood symbols is more 
urgent than ever. 

Some of London’s airports iliustrate why. The 
Heathrow terminai is now festooned with stra¬ 
tegically placed, wordless signs that are intended 
to direct travellers of different tongues to where 
they want to go. The no-smoking and no-entry 
signs are readily understood, but many others are 
puzzlers. One of them seems to say, as The Econo¬ 
mist newspaper complains, “My valise is struck by 
lightning.” • 

Symbol signs are appearing more in other 
fields as well. In the development of increasingly 
complex and sophisticated machines the task of 
operating them grows correspondingly more dif¬ 
ficult. And written instructions are too cumber¬ 
some. Accordingly, the British Standards Institu¬ 
tion is working on a symbolic instruction-and-feed- 
back language that, some day, may become the 
standard for machine tool operators the world 
over.’"■ '

airports, could become as helpfut as the interna¬ 
tional symbol system for motorists that is in wide 
use in Europe and is spreading rapidly throughout 
North America. 

The most successful symbols are the simplest. 
A cross implies Christianity, a six-pointed star, 
Judaism. Sometimes, though, an ancient symbol 
can acquire a totally new meaning. The swastika is 
an oid religious device suggesting fertility and good 
fortune. But since the Hitler era has come to sym¬ 
bolize Nazism and anti-Semitism. 

While language and symbol have tended to be 
separate spheres in the Western world, they long 
have been virtually one in the Orient. Chinese 
ideograms, in essence, are stylized word pictures. 
The genius of the Chinese language is most appar¬ 
ent in its so-called compound characters. For in¬ 
stance, the word “happy” is conveyed by a woman 
and child; "peace” or “rest” by a house, heart and 
cup; “dangerous” by a man with one leg over a 
precipice. 

"The use of symbols has long been practiced, 
Rock paintings and tree markings wer? among the 
earliest foi-ms of human communication. In fact, as 
Arnold Whittiek wrote in Symbols, Signs and Their 
Meaning (1960), “Civilization, the process of man's 
development beyond mere animal existence, has 
been achieved largely by his ability to use and in¬ 
vent symbols.”

Japan to Be the Big Gainer 


While President Nixon was 
quicker to cross the tape, the 
race to Peking is in fact being 
won by Japan’s Premier Ka- 
kuei Tanaka. It is in reverse 
order the old fable of the tor¬ 
toise and the hare. Japan, as 
tortoise, has the mearus and 
the frred.im of choice to stay 
the course even though the 
nimble hare, contrary to 
Aesop, won the first heat. 

The comment on Tanaka'.s 
success in Peking in opening a 
new era between the two 
z\sian powers has largely over¬ 
looked a vital clement. The 
Japanese are prepared to 
make large loans to Peking to 
initiate a two-day trading sys¬ 
tem expected to reach many 
billions of dollars within less 
than a decade.

only to Canada — hardly 
needs underscoring. So far as 
trading with China goes, the 
United States needs very little 
that China can .sell.

In Tokyo late last year thi.s 
reporter talked with several 
leading Japanese industri¬ 
alists who had just been in 
Peking for meetings with Pre¬ 
mier C]}iou En-lai and the 
principal Chinese officials 
c'incerned with foreign trade.

If these were followed, w'e 
would greatly improve the 
chalice of providing man with 
a setting that gives him a 
chance to achieve personal se¬ 
renity.

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 
(UPI) ^ Sporadic fighting 
continued In file Cambodian 
capital Saturday night follow¬ 
ing a pre-dawn suicide raid 
by Viet Cong commandos who 
blew up a landmaric Phnom 
Penh bridge and stormed 
major targets, military 
spokesmen said. 

By nightfall, the only fight¬ 
ing inside Phnom Penh was 
b^ind the cathedral around 
marshy Boeng Kak-Lake near 
the city'centre. Gufifire and 
exploding mortar rounds 
could be heard, and at least 
two rockets were fired into 
the capital from its outskirts. 

C?ovcmment paratroojiers 
fired hundreds of mortar 
rounds and grenades into the 
grass around the lake in an 
attempt to kill the holdout 
raiders. 

A half-mile to the north of 
the cathedral, other para¬ 
troops conducted a cautious 
house-to-house search near a 
sports stadium converted to a 
military base which was one 
r.f the worsf hit targets. The 
fighting there appeared to 
have ended, however. 

Military spokesmen said at 
least 59 of the estimated 300 
raiders were killed.

North Vietnam 

New Line 
To Aid 
Oil Supply 

WASHINGTON (AP) -- 
North Vietnam is building a 
new coa.stal pipeline which de¬ 
fence experts say will speed 
the flow of vital gasoline and 
other oil products from China. 

United States analysts es¬ 
timate the new pipeline, sup¬ 
plementing a twin line laid 
earlier from the Hanoi area to 
China, could be finished by 
early November. 

Hanoi started bullring pipe 
lines to China after the United 
States mined and closed seven 
North Vietnamese ports in 
early May. ^ 

These pipelines, together 
with hundreds of trucks, have 
enabled North Vietnam to 
continue receiving vital war 
supplies from China and Rus¬ 
sia. 

The new lino was detected 
in late September, starting 
west of the small port of Hon 
Gai. At last rc^rt, it extend¬ 
ed about 25 miles northeast¬ 
ward toward China. 

The pipeline is too small a 
target to be attacked effec¬ 
tively from the air,.

The replies Waldheim got 
showed three of the five nu¬ 
clear powen — the Soviet 
Union, Britain and France — 
in favor of starting prepara¬ 
tions for the conference at the 
current assembly session.

Procter and Gamble re¬ 
moved TBS from its deo¬ 
dorant soap Safeguard in Sep¬ 
tember, a company apokes- 
man said. There was no pub¬ 
lic announcement at the time. 

Procter and Gan>ble made 
the test results available to 
other soapmakers using TBS 
because “they could be con¬ 
strued as controversial,” the 
company spokesman said. 

A partial list ot products 
containing TBS, compiled 
from roA and industry 
sources, includes the follow¬ 
ing soaps: Zest, Irish Spring, 
Lifebuoy, Phase IK and PsJm- 
olive Plus; and these other 
items: Sweetheart deodorant, 
P-300 and C^uticura.

Pritne concern of new 
Agriculture Minister 
Dave Stuplch is to stop 
the erosiM of valuable 
farm land by pressure 
from industry and hous¬ 
ing. 

Raised on a small farm 
liear Nanaimo, Stupich knows' 
‘ alxHit vanishing agriculture 
land and year after year of 
diminishing returns to the 
fiuuner. 

“In B.C. it^ does matter. We 
only have limited acreage for 
Intensive farming and we 
haven't done anyUiing about 
bolding It In the past,'*' he said 
as he stretched his legs over 
the side of his chair and 
plonked them down on his 
desk. 

Stupich is a short man in a 
big office with a job of dubi¬ 
ous importance from the pub¬ 
lic viewpoint. 

He deals with questions 
about the agriculture portfolio 
and its decreasing signifi¬ 
cance hut clearly doesn’t in¬ 
tend to let it stay that way. 

To understand agriculture 
in this province he claims, 
one has to know the lack of 
importance attached to it by 
former premier W. A. C. Ben- 
- nett. 


Big SpUuh 

Bennett held the agriculture 
post himself between >^ril 
and September in 1957 but ac< 
cording to Stupich it was not

one of the areas where the 
former premier ''could make 
a big splash/' 

Thus Bennett had no per¬ 
sonal interest in the depart¬ 
ment and the ministerial post 
was downgraded. A ^icces- 
sion of ministers "with no 
drive" didn't help, Stupich 
said. 

Early in the Social Credit 
picture, former minister Ken 
Kiernan gave the post some 
of the importance it assumes 
in many other countries but 
Stupich's predecessor Cyril 
Shelford was another to suffer 
under "Bennett’s domi¬ 
nance." the new agriculture 
chief said. 

Stupic seems to be a man 
with genuine desire to do 
something for agriculture and 
he doesn’t think the job has 
lost significance. 


Highway Deaths 
Inquest Ordered 


(NANAIMO —An inquest 
has been ordered by Nanaimo 
coroner Dr. Michael Smart 
into the deaths of two persons 
killed in a crash involving 
four cars and a bus on the 
Trans-Canada Highway about 
seven miles north of here Fri¬ 
day afternoon. 

The inquest will begin Oct. 
18. 

iRCMP identified the dead 


persons as John Burpee Aqui- 
lon, 25, of Vancouver, driver 
of a sports car, and his pas¬ 
senger. Michel Louise Thur¬ 
ston, 23, of Vancouver. 

One of the vehicles involved 
in the crash w^ a school bus 
containing about 17 members 
of a Japanese rugby team 
which is currently touring the 
province. No injuries in the 
bus were reported. 


A chartered accountant by 
profession, he is married and 
aged 50.

• Halt the alienation of 
prime agricultural land for in¬ 
dustrial and residential devel¬ 
opment. 

• Win a larger share of 
the €(xi8umer dollar for the 
farmer without forcing food 
priees up. 

"Some farmers are not 
even getting a 5 per cent re¬ 
turn for their efforts. This is 
not enough to keep them in 
business or to purchase more 
land." 

• Set up standards for 
testing farm machinery. 

"Some farm machinery 
doesn’t do what it's supposed 
to do. Other machinery does 
what it is sui^sed to do but 
isn’t adaptable to B.C. crops 
and conditions." 

Spare Parts 

Stupich wants standards set 
to stop farmers wasting 
money on impractical ma¬ 
chinery and he also plans to 
look at the spare parts busi¬ 
ness and make it a prerequi¬ 
site that spare parts must be 
available within range of 
farming communities in B.C. 

• Make marketing boards 
the sole first purchaser of 
produce in the province. 

Dirty Word 

Stupich agreed that this 
would be tantamount to set¬ 
ting up a monopoly situation 
like the B.C. Liquor Control 
Board but said "monopoly is 
not necessarily a dirty word.” 

Marketing boards at 
present were under pressure 
from competition from out¬ 
side B.C., particularly with 
cheaper eggs. 

A. system of more orderly 
marketing would lower prices

in B.C ("delegations have 
shown me this here in my of¬ 
fice") as a mofK^ly could do 
better than Its conH)etitk)n. 

He talked of the "booms- 
and-bust" situation ii^ dgg 
marketing which had ended 
up with the present consumer 
paying a higher average price 
for eggs. I 

"Socialism itself was once 
supposed to be a dirty word. I 
am not wmried by monopoly 
because I believe it will bring 
better deals for farmers and 
consumers." 

On Vancouver Island dairy 
problems, Stupich said he 
planned to have his depart¬ 
ment study the best areas Iot 
IKO ductdon, closely related to 
markets. 

He wants to make sure 
there is no overproduction on 
the Island. 

As to claims that dairying 
on the^ls^d was dying, the 
minister didn’t sound C(Mi- 
vinced. 

He said there werb two dif¬ 
ferent dairying organizations 
on the Island, vshich had dif¬ 
ferent viewpoints, one suiv 
porting the milk board and 
the other not. 

Good Living 

"It's not 80 much a question 
of survival. If we gave them 
twice as much for their milk 
it would still be the same situ¬ 
ation ^ some making a good 
living, others holding their 
own. and others going bre^e." 

Stiq)ich plans a full meeting 


with the raBk bdtrd and has 
already had talks ^th its 
-chairman. ' '' 

Proposals for the Island will 
be drawn up before the year's 
end. 

Just off the priority list and 
more in the category of 
"twpes" are: 

• OMverting more of the 
fruit growing land in the Inte¬ 
rior Jnto grape-growiing areas 
"because there is a local mar¬ 
ket." 

• Expanding the number 
of farm jobs In "but I 
can’t see the day when agri¬ 
cultural wages can match 
what can be earned in other 
industry." 

• Urging agrieultural pro¬ 
ducers to become more in¬ 
volved in further processing 
of their goods, but not whole¬ 
saling necessarily. 

Stupich suggested alfalfa 
cube mills run on a co-opera¬ 
tive basis. 

And one project which he 
thinks could increase in im¬ 
portance is fish farming — 
"there is quite a lot of room 
for expaning our protein pro¬ 
duction." 

The agriculture minister is 
«dso hoping to squeeze out 
more money for Wa depart¬ 
ment from treasury. In the 
past it has been treated like a 
bran^ <^ration and not a 
full department, he claimed.

Japaoesa asttonomeni ware 
busily making preparations In 
the past few days to observe 
wfaat may be the decfaie’a 
largest space spectacular, a 
meteor shower of the Glaco> 
bini-Zinner comet. 

Astronomical experts say 
the comet will cross the Japa> 
nese sky shortly after 9 a.nr. 
today B.C. time, but the 
chances of the shower being 
seen from Vancouver Island 
are slim. 

Murray Fletcher, as- 
tronomer at the Dominion As- 
trophysical Observatory on 
Little Saanich Mountain, said 
Saturday that the meteor 
shower from the comet's trail 
may last several hours, and if 
it lasted until the hours of 
dark in Greater Victoria, 
some of the meteors from the 
shower might be visible. But 
they wouldn’t normally be vis¬ 
ible during daylight. 

He said that in some cases 
the shower could last a couple 
of days, building In Intensity. 
If that intensity occurs during 
daylight hours in B.C., a 
slight trace might be visible 
here. 

Fletcher said that quite 
often a shower will have more 
meteors one year than others, 
and there was ik) way to de¬ 
termine in advance the inten¬ 
sity or duration of the event. 

"This comet, of course, 
went by many, many years 
ago. It contains rock particles 
anct as the earth orbits the 
sun, it wiU encounter more 
condensation, the more exten¬ 
sive the shower.” he said. 

A Japanese astronomer said 
the comet should be at its 
best about midnight Monday 
Japanese time, when "the 
orbit of the dusts trailing the 
comet comes closest to the 
earth's orbit.” 

! Astronomers explained that 


the meteor shower is Caused 
by the innumerable small, 
solid bodies in the orbit which 
bums on impact with the 
earth’s atmoiq>here. 

The comet, which travels 
around the earth every 6*A 
years, was closest to the 
earth about two months ago. 

It was named after its dis¬ 
coverers. Italian astronomer 
M. Giacobini and German as¬ 
tronomer Ernst Zinner at the 
turn of the century.

Apart from that, the logging 
roads from Gold River and 
Beaver Cove are only open to 
puhllr travel in non-operating 
hour«. and on holidays, which 
means Saturdays and Sun¬ 
days and holidays like Labor 
Day. of which we took advan¬ 
tage, and between six at night 
and seven in the monting. 

That means that if you take 
a long weekend to get to the 
North Island you have to face 
a night-time gravel road trip 
to get back to the southern 
part of the Island. 

But there is an easy way, 
and that is the way we chose 
to ruturn on the Tuesday after 
leHhor Day. 

You can return by ferry 
from Bpa\er Cove to Kelsey 
Ray and the start of Island 
Highway blacktop south.

Kerry costs are $10.50 for a 
car and dri\er and $3 an adult 
passenger. . . and it is a de¬ 
lightful trip.

Change Carried Out

A complete re>rganizatlon 
of the central administration 
of the Clreater Victoria school 
district is expected to be car¬ 
ried out by the end of this 
month, board chairman Allan 
McKinnon said Saturday. 

McKinnon said the adminis¬ 
tration was being reorganized 
in line with recommendations 
made in a management study 
of the district, the reiwrt of 
whiettewas handed down earli¬ 
er this week. 

The reorganization of the 
central administration Is the 
first step the school board is 
taking to implement the re- 
fKirt. prepared by Pri<*e Wa¬ 
terhouse Associates of Van¬ 
couver. 

The next step is likely to be 
a reorganization of the 
,board’s own committee struc- 
tui'e to conform with the new 
administrative set-up, McKin¬ 
non said, and this could be 
done before November com¬ 
mittee meetings. 

Other recommendations will 
likely be implemented over 
the next few months with 
m 2 nor changes in financial 
procedures l>eing brought in 
for the next fiscal year which 
begins in January. 

At a closed board meeting 
held last week, the board ap¬ 
plied the report in principle 
and decided to have the ad¬ 
ministration reorganized at 
once and have district super¬ 
intendent A. J. Longmore 
make recommendations on the 
other suggestions in the re¬ 
port. 

The administrative reor¬ 
ganization “is going to lead to 
quite a new look in the scho)! 
district,” McKinnon said. 

lo the present structure, 
four department heads rei)ort 
to Longmore director of in¬ 
struction John Wiens, director 
of construction and mainte¬ 
nance Sig Dietz, director of 
development, pens 'nnel and 
research (ilenn Wall, and se¬ 
cretary-treasurer Kmie Shaw 
who is also in charge of most 
business matters of the dis¬ 
trict. 

Also reporting directly to 
Ijongmore is community in¬ 
formation officer Bill Stavdal. 

tender the new structure the 
instrurnon department will be 
split in hvo with Wiens be¬ 
coming director of instruction 

- - administration and L. A. 
V. Thomson assuming the 
post of director of instruction 

— curriculum. 

Thomson was formerly the 
dif^tor of secondary educa¬ 
tion. In his new role he will 
co-ordinate the planning, dev¬ 
elopment and evaluation of 
curriculum and 'teaching 
methods on a district-wide 
basis. 

Wiens, aif director of in- 
st ruction - administration 
will work directly with prin¬ 
cipals in administering the 
day-to-day operation of dis-

trict schools and in recruiting 
and evaluating teachers. 

Dietz's department has 
been renamed the schcrol sup- 
I>ort department and has been 
expanded to include in its 
functions the distribution of 
supplies and equipment to 
schools and the operation of 
the district-wide resources 
centre as well as the con- 
structiem and maintenance of 
schools. 

The devel'opment, personnel 
and research department has 
been eliminated with its func¬ 
tions being spread among 
other departments. Wall has 
become associate director of 
instruction under Wiens. 

Research <and testing func¬ 
tions of the department have 
been taken in under the in- 
sti-uclion - curriculum depart¬ 
ment. while its personnel and 
data processing work will fall 
under the new business de¬ 
partment. 

Business director will be 
CoJin Glover who was director 
of curricular serv’ices in the 
old system. He will be in com¬ 
mand of all financial and 
business activities of the 
school district, including pur¬ 
chasing. 

Shaw will remain as secre¬ 
tary-treasurer but will no 
longer supervise the business 
side as well. He will concen¬ 
trate mainly on the legal re- 
(juirements of the .job includ¬ 
ing the drawing up of con¬ 
tracts, acting as a signing au¬ 
thority for the board, and 
keeping board records. 

Stavdal will continue to re¬ 
port to I.,ongmore directly in 
his new job as co-ordinator of 
external relations, a slightly 
ejgjanded version of his old 
position. 

In its rei>ort Price Wa¬ 
terhouse wrote that the new 
plan “must give recognition 
to the basic premise that the 
most important and vital unit 
involved in the education of 
the students of the district, is, 
and must continue to be. the 
individual school.” 

This premise is shown par-

ticularly in the financial 
changes suggested to a sys¬ 
tem known as responsibility 
accounting. 

Responsibility accounting is 
described as “a system under 
which senior personnel In the 
central office and the schools 
are held accountable for the 
forecasting and controlling of 
the expenditures for which 
they arc responsible. 

“By way of example, a 
school principal would be held 
responsible for the costs of 
operating his school. He 
would be involved in the dev¬ 
elopment of the annual budget 
for the school within con¬ 
straints established by the 
board and district superin¬ 
tendent and. once this budget 
has been approved, he would 
be responsible for the opera¬ 
tion of this school in an ac- 
repUble manner within this 
budget.” 

McKinnon said it was hoped 
this system would begin by 
January, although it might 
not be easy to begin it be¬ 
cause principals would have 
to receive some training in 
the system. 

However, if the principals 
looked positively on the idea 
as an extension of their roles, 
they should learn quickly, he 
said. 

He said one of the ideas he 
liked best about the new sys¬ 
tem was the provision of de¬ 
tailed job descriptions for all 
senior administrators. Having 
these laid down in black and 
white should save much time 
and confusion for both trust¬ 
ees and administrators. 

But neither he nor the board 
liked the idea of having for¬ 
mal pay scales laid down for 
those administrators. “This 
may lead to a more comfort¬ 
able liFe" Tor them, but it 
doesn't necessarily lead to 
more efficiertcy.” 

McKinnon said he felt the 
new administrative structure 
had in part “been drawn to fit 
the personalities of the peo¬ 
ple” now in the administra¬ 
tion.

He talked about the city’s 
new sign bylew.

Pollen said, would 
keep downtown Victoria from 
developing along the lines of 
West Vancouver. 

As a constant reminder of 
how not to do it, the mayor 
has an enlarged print of the 
back cover on last year’s tele- 
I^one book on his wall. It 
shows the highrise-studded 
skyline of Vancouver’s west 
end. 

A new attitude toward de¬ 
velopers was high on the list 
of accomplishments, Pollen 
said. 

“Very few developers will 
respond to their moral obliga¬ 
tions. They will just stay with¬ 
in the confines of legal obliga¬ 
tions as will corporations,” he 
said. 

Won’t Play 

Developers now were begin¬ 
ning to realize that Victoria 
wasn't willing to play their 
game any more. By introduc¬ 
ing stiff new zoning policies, 
developers were now forced to 
play the game according to 
the rules of the community, 
he said. 

The mayor noted the city’s 
new waterfront policy. 

The waterfront, he said, 
should be for pubhe use. Van¬ 
couver developer J. A; Reid, 
he said, couldn’t be stopped, 
but the compitMTiise reaped 
several months ago was good. 

Instead of building three 
hi^rise towers, ranging from 
18 to 21 storeys, Reid would 
now build two structures, 
seven and 14 storeys high. 
The entire Inner court of the 
development. Pollen said, 
would be open to the public; 


waterfront access was as¬ 
sured. 

The Reid Centre would not 
be a city within a city, but 
would invite the community to 
take part in activities within. 

In addition to that, the city 
had made it a policy to ac¬ 
quire waterfront land wherev¬ 
er possible. 

The Inner Harbor, Pollen 
said, would see a complete 
rearrangement of uses. Com¬ 
mercial enterprises w^uld be 
moved further out; the inner 
basin, adjacent to the 
Empress Hotel and the legis¬ 
lative buildings, would be¬ 
come strictly pedestrian- 
oriented. 

“We’ve already taken the 
first step. Victoria Flying Ser¬ 
vices ^Ltd., a small airline 
operating daily flights be¬ 
tween downtown Victoria and 
downtown Vancouver, will 
soon be moved,” Pollen said. 

Consolidating 

”We have stopped the proU- 
feratiem of hamburger stands 
and service stations by in¬ 
troducing new z£»ung regula¬ 
tions. As a result, oil compa¬ 
nies now are consolidating 
small stations on larger 
■ sites.” he said. 

’‘We have stopped 
backroom politics in Victoria. 
There are no more deals with 
developers or other bu¬ 
sinesses to the detriment of 
the community as a whole. 

"The city isn’t run by the 
Chamber of Commerce any 
more. The Coca-Cola mentali¬ 
ty is on the decline.” 

And despite the cryers of 
doom, the city was still ex¬ 
panding, only along more 
human lines, Pollen said. 

A Lot Left 

"But much remains to be 
done. The zoning bylaw must 
be completely revised. Three- 
storey frame apartment build¬ 
ings must be stepped. We 
must work closer with the 
provincial government. 

“We need something like a 
hotel room tax which would 
give us about $ 200,000 a year 
that could be used for park¬ 
land acquisition,” Pollen said. 

The next five-year capital 
budget, he said, should be dif¬ 
ferent from the last one, op- 
pro^ed two years ago. 

”\Ve have revised it and 
have redistributed some of 
the money to stop the on¬ 
slaught of the automobile. We 
shouldn’t invest our financial 
resources in more roads

William Head Construction 


Productivity Claims 
Of Inmates Doubted 


Although not altogether 
happy about construction 
workers being paid $1.75 an 
hour, the Vancouver Island 
Building Trades Council is not 
at this time objecting to fed¬ 
eral prison construction proj¬ 
ect being carried out by pris¬ 
oners at William Head. 

At the same lime, says 
council secretary John Schib- 
li, the prisoners are certainly 
as intelligent as workers on 
the outside and will know 
what outside construction 
workers get in wages — an 
average of $7 an hour. 

“I'm quite sure that the fed¬ 
eral government is getting 
only $1.75 worth of work out 
of these men. even if they 
think differently,” he said in 
an interview Saturday night. 

Schibli was commenting on 
.7 repo'.t from Toronto ihil 
convicts at William Head are 
performing at the same rate 
as outside workers, according 
to Solicitor-General Jean- 
Pierre Goyer. * 

Out of the $1.75, said Goyer. 
prisoners pay the government 
for room and board, income 
ta.x and unemployment insur¬ 
ance, send money home to 
their families and save what 
they can. The $1.75 is the fed¬ 
eral minimum hourly wage, 
which will rise to $1.90 on 
Nov. 1. 

Goyer said the proect is 
part of a®long-term rehabili¬ 
tation program aimed at re¬ 
ducing habitual relapse lo 
crime and to jail, and it re¬ 
sulted from the fa^t that the 
l»iTidiirti\ !l\' I ate of tnm'Ht^s 
well below that of an em¬ 
ployee on the oustide. 

Schibli said the project at 
William Head is only a vei 7 
small part of the over-all con¬ 
struction in the province and 
is not hurting local workers. 


“If it was a significant part 
of the industry, -when you 
would be hearing the contrac¬ 
tors scream.” he said. 

Schibli said the council had 
been upset about lack of con¬ 
sultation on the part of the 
federal government in launch¬ 
ing the scheme. 

”We would probably have 
co-operated with the federal 
•government if we had been 
asked and found it to be a 
straightforward scheme with 
nothing to hide,” he said. 

He noted that in the past 
there had been consultation 


and the council had co-operat¬ 
ed in such matters as having 
prisoners on week-long parole* 
working in the costruction in¬ 
dustry — at regular outside 
rates. 

The difficulty, said Schibli, 
is to object to any part of the 
project, such as the low 
wages, without hurting the 
scheme itself, and in turn 
hurting the prisoners who 
need help. 

“We are not going to knock 
this project on the head by 
raising hell at the outset,” 
said Schibli.

Without Volunteers, It Would Never Be Done

Without the volunteers, the 
work would never be done. 
And It must be done. 

That's the story behind the 
need for Victoria’s Volunteer 
Bureau, one of the 24 agencies 
supported by llie United Ap¬ 
peal, currently conducting a 
campaign for $724,931. 

In every city there are the 
elderly, the lonely, the people 
on fixed incomes who need 
help. Many are not imobile; 
they can’t handle a bus trip 


and they can't afford taxis. 

But they must make that 
regular visit to the doctor, the 
dentist, the specialist, the 
bank — even sometimes to 
the stores to shop. 

This, says Volunteer Bureau 
head Dorothy Kieley, creates 
by far the biggest call for 
help from her volunteers: 
emergency drivers. 

A pensioner, for instance, 
has an appointment with his 
eye doctor day after tomor¬ 
row. He telephones the 
bureau. The bureau checks 
the list VoT’lriteer 'drivers. 


The pensioner is picked up by 
enr In plenty of time, taken to 
the doctor, driven back home. 

Without that help, what 
would he do? 

And this is only one of the 
services provided by the 
bureau. 

Its \*olunteer 8 also help with 
the handicapped children at 
the G. R. Pearkes Clinic; visit 
.‘‘hut-ins; lake the han¬ 
dicapped out for w’heelchair 
rides in the fresh air; read to 
those lacking sight; write let¬ 
ters.

Dear 8 .: A child born of a 
I)arent with a history of men¬ 
tal illness is more apt to be 
emotionally disturbed than if 
his parents were stable. This 
is true of other condition.s.

But a specific 
pattern of deviation, like 
incest, cannot be "inherited."

BUBNTOVER LAND (A. 8., Bus- 
tcMoB) — The reuco why a bumt- 
over meadow growa <o luah and green 
is because the stubble and trash Is con¬ 
verted into aA, high in piant food and 
highly watereolubie, hence in a form 
qulcl^ available to the roots. 

The burning doesn’t add anything to 
the sum total of nutrients, though; it 
merely makes them available iiiuhedl- 
ately rather than doling them out over 
a period o( time, as would be the case if 
the atubble was allowed to decompose 
in tba field. This is wId the result of 
burning is so spectacular but not very 
long-lasting.

TULIP DBPTli (E. M., Victoria) — . 
The depth of planting for tulips is not 
particularly critical — nothing like as 
critical as for lilies, for instance. A 
pretty good rule of thumb Is to plant to 
a depth of three times the diameter of 
the ^b, perhaps a litdc less in heavy 
clay soil, perhaps a little deeper in light 
sandy loam. 

If you want your bulbs to split up 
and multiply rapidly, plant on the shal¬ 
low side — say, about 4 to S Inches 
deep. In this case, though, the bulbs 
must be taken up every summer. The 
"splits” will be too small to give 
blroms the second year and must be 
grown on to blooming size in a nursery 
bed. 

If, on the other hand, you want your 


original planting of bulbs to continue to 
bloom for several years without distur¬ 
bance, put them in deeper, 8 to 10 
inches down. They are less likely to 
split up into smaller bulbs at this 
depth: moreover, you can cultivate the 
bed shallowly and plant it up with annu¬ 
al flowers after the tulips are finished. 

When planting tulips, I always keep 
a bucket of peat moss soaked in Al- 
ginure handy, and Urop a handhtl of 
this nriched peat Ih the bottom of each 
planting hole to get the roots oft to a 
good start

BEAD SPBOUTB (W. tyL. Nanaimo) 
— Seeds of the red brussels sprouts are 
availabi from the firm of Thompson 
and Morgan Ltd., Ipswich, England, for 
13 new pence per packet The culture Is 
exactly the same as for the ordinary 
green varieties, and the flavor is slight¬ 
ly more peppery, fhther like that of a 
good red cabbage.

These, while edi¬ 
ble, are grown principally for garden 
decoration and for unique and distinc¬ 
tive floral arrangements.

Spanish broom does have pome allili-' 
ty to regenerate from the roots, though, j 
and in the case of ah old and neglected I 
specimen, it would be a good Idea to| 
remove a few of the oldast stems eidire-| 
ly every year, making your cuts at' 
ground level and performing this sur-' 
gery Just after the blossoms fade. I> 
think you would gat enough young | 
shoots coming up from the roots tot 
build up what would be virtually a new' 
bush. j

SKINNY OABROtS (F. McM., Vic-, 
toria) — Lack of sunshine could ac¬ 
count for the poor development of your| 
carrots — all tops and no buttoins. Alli 
the root vegetables require ample sun¬ 
shine to make good ortqM and seldom 
do well in a shaded location or in a dull 
season. 

Another common cause is the use of' 
the wrong kind of fertilizer. One made 
especially for lawns, for Instance, would 
contain far too much nitrogen for car-^ 
rota and would stimulate leaf growth at 
the expense of root development.

income during the year."

Lions Lazy Bums 


I always knew that the fe¬ 
male lion did toe hunting for 
the family, but I never knew 
until now that the king of 
beasts is a social parasite 
who hangs around mainly to 
get a free meed ticket. 

In his latest book. The 
Serengeti Lion, which I have 
been browsing through. 
George Schaller rejwrls first¬ 
hand on the hunting habits of 
lions, much on the order of 
his trail-breaking Year of the 
Gcrllla, which punctured a lot 
of myths about our large pri- 
maite cousins. 

Actually, a pride of lions is 
more a matriarchy than any¬ 
thing else. It . Is the lionesses 
v^o constitute toe core of it. 
in female family relationships 
lasting a lifetime. The males 
arc only casual hangers-on. 


except during the brief court¬ 
ship period. 

l^c females do tlic actual 
stalking and killing of prey 
animals, while the males 
skulk in the background to 
protect the cubs from attack 
by other predators. 

But this is not inspired by 
any paternal feeling: toe lions 
get to the carcass as fast as 
possible, while many 'cubs 
starve to death because hot 
enough is left over for Uiem tu 
eat. 

(Hie mothers, to>, cuff 
away their babies until tliey 
themselves are replete; only 
then do the cubs get a chance 
at the remains.)

1 cite all this field observa¬ 
tion not because of any over¬ 
whelming interest in the hunt¬ 


ing habits of the lion, but sim¬ 
ply to remind people that we 
have to be extremely careful 
in making assumptions about 
human behavior that are 
based on animal activity. 

One of toe best-selling sub¬ 
jects In recent years has been 
the “territoriality” aspect «»f 
animal life, with numerous 
popular writers like Ardrey 
suK^stihg that human beings 
basicedly follow the same in¬ 
stincts and patterns of con¬ 
duct.

Other animals have a "naf 
ture”: man. as Orlega has 
suggested, has a "history.” ’ 
We are culture-bound crea¬ 
tures and most of uur evili 
(such as war, which other an¬ 
imals don’t have) arise not 
because of what we are, bill 
because of what we try to do 
to preserve the future. I 
Man is the only animal that 
makes mistakes, because Iw 
is. the only one tout has cro- 
alive or destructive optiorib 
for his own evolution.

By building subdivisions in 
the wrong places, developers 
have contributed a great deal 
to rising taxes. To service 
those subdivisuHis, miles of 
freeway had to be built, and ^ 
sewers and other services had * 
to be installed at a far higher 
cost than if the subdivisions 
had been closer to urban 
centres. 

Lorimer says he is 
Impressed by the regional 
d ccmcept. Regional 
boards, he adds, should have 
m(»re p-ywer. They should be 
able to determine what is to 

the provin¬ 
cial government. 

"The concept works great. I 
think. 'Hie former government 


should be v^ery proud of ha\'- 
Ing brought In the regional 
district concept." ^ 

And just how is the provin¬ 
cial government gt^g to pay 
for all the things he wants to 
do, and will he be given a free 
hand to do them? 

Lorimer replies with an em¬ 
phatic yes to the aeccHMl ques¬ 
tion. Prmnier Barrett will 
give his ministers the utmost 
Independence. 

As far as paying for new 
programs U concerned, 
Lorimer points out that more 
taxes will flow into provincial 
coffers from the sale of natu¬ 
ral resources. Big business, 
he^says, will also pay a higher 
share of the total tax burden. 

"In addition to that. munici< 
palities will be able to finance 
a lot of projects themselves, 
because we will remove 
school tax from residential 
and farm land," he says. 

Removal of the school tax 
from residential and farm 
land, he says, will be ac¬ 
complished over a period of 
five years. Revenue lost from 
that source will be paid by the 


prmincial government out of 
the income tox revenue. 

"This will give municipal¬ 
ities the much-needed addi¬ 
tional revenue to cope with 
things that had to be ignored 
until now," Lcnimer says. 

"Whatever the next years 
will bring, they wUl be a etel- 
lenge, and I like challenges," 
he says. 

Hia private life, he says, 
w1U have to suffer for a while 
and he won't have at much 
time for his own constituency 
as he did b^ore. 

Lorimer. 49 years Old. a 
lawyer by pnrfession, was 
first elected in a Burnaby- 
WiUingdon byelection in Jan¬ 
uary, 1969, re-elected in 
August that year, and re¬ 
elected again last August. 

He has a special affection 
for Victoria, not only because 
he’s been in the House for the 
past three years, but dor an¬ 
other. much more Important 
reason. 

"I was born just about three 
and half blocks from here, in 
the old St. Joe’s Hospital." 
which is now Victoria General.

"By combining these hold¬ 
ings into a huge land bank for 
low-rental homes, we could 
reduce the cost of housing im¬ 
mensely." 

He says he hoi>cs to have 
seen the last of massive 
urban renewal projects which 
he calls the most modem 
slums. 

"Uw-rcnial homes with 
long-term land leases must be 
built thixTughoul our communi- 
tie.s. They must be mixed with 
society as a whole, throughout 
the neighborh(X)d wealthy 
and [jocfr." 

Slums, he says, cannot be 
prevented by simply building 
new’ houses. Slums are "a 
slate of mind, rather titan a 
physical condition."

Freeways accom¬ 
modated automobiles. but 
they break up communities 
into sections. Freeways divid¬ 
ed cities.” 

Highway 401 in Burnaby, 
Lorimer says, was a good ex¬ 
ample. Children had to cross 
the highway to get to school. 

Kqually important was the 
reorientation of people to 
choose transit over cars, 

"I know I took my car to 
the office; one passenger in a 
big car iiollutlng the air; 
that's no good." he says. 

"We ha\c to ryakc our tran¬ 
sit systems attractive. Thev 
must be more than just basic, 
often substandard transpor¬ 
tation. It is also important to 
l)oinl out that a transit system 
shouldn't be expected to i>ay 
for itself. After all.' we don't 
exi>ect freeways to lie self- 
supporting."

DAR ES SALAAM. Tan¬ 
zania (UPI) — Tanzania and 
Uganda announced Saturday 
terms of a flve-fM>lnt peace 
pact worked out between their 
foreign ministers earlier In 
the week at Mogadishu, capi¬ 
tal of Somalia. 

It called for both East Afri¬ 
can neighbor countries to 
withdraw their troops from 
their common frontier by Oct. 
19. cease hostile propaganda 
against each other, and re¬ 
frain from harboring forces 
operating from the territory 
of one nation against the 
other.

Dar Es Salaam, and in Kam¬ 
pala, capital of Uganda. 

The agreement also called 
on each side to release na¬ 
tionals of the other seized on 
a number of charges over the 
past 15 months.

Politics in British Columbia has never been tame. 

We have a good history of fisticuffs and other 
kinds of brawling on the hustings. 

We are sometimes shocked these days at the 
goings-6n during election campaigns and in the Legis¬ 
lature. ^ 


Actually, they are aa nothkic 
eompared to what used to be. 

Ibe otfier day I was readlns up 
on the 1904 federal general electkai 
when I came across a beauty. 

Running in Nanaimo riding, 
which then included Saanich, was 
Conservative Capt Clive PhilUpa* 
Wolley. a Britisher ot the oid school, 
who was convinced the sun would 
never set on the British Empire. 

To him. anyone who ever put 
Canada ahead of Mothn* vin gimna 
was a traitor, and should be banged 
in the public square at dawn. 

There was an all-candidatei 
meeting in Saanich in 1904, which 
became a sort of free-for-all. 

PhiUips-WoUeys exposition to 
Nanaimo was Liberal Ralph Smith, 
who was destined to become miD> 
ister of finance, and whose wife. 
Irlaxy Ellen, would become the first 
woman ever to be elected to our 
legislature. 

Mr. Smith was unable to attend 
this meeting, so sent in his stead 
Charles H. Lugrin, who, as editor of 
The Colonist, had be^ a Conserva¬ 
tive, but had turned to the Liberals. 

Let The Victoria Times tell the 
story: 

“Mr. Wolley's (note the double 
name left out) action at North Saan¬ 
ich was the occasion of an exhibition 
of brutality by the Conservative cai^ 
didate, to which the tiistory of Brib 
ish Columbia jx>litics happily affords 
DO paralleL 

“Mr. Lugrin, in support of Mr. 
Smith, spoke half an hour, and then 
left the platform amid prol >nged ap¬ 
plause, and, taking up his hat and 
overcoat, and r>utting <^n his gloves 
and scarf, started to leave the room, 
accompanied by his wife and one of 
his daughters. 

“Whereupon, Mr. Wolley sprang 
to the platform, his face livid with 
rage, and roared ‘sit down, sit down 
— go back to >our sent and sit 
down!" 

“Mr. Lugrin replied he preferred 
to stay exactly where he was, that it 
was his prerogati\'e to do so, and he 
would exercise that prerogative. 

“Then Mr. Wolley launched into 
a tirade of abuse. 

“Mr. Wolley threatened to put 
Mr. Lugrin out of tlic hall, and kept 
up his viturperations, and closed by 
saying that there was rvnS one drop of 
Briti^ bipod in Mr. Lugrin^ veins, 
and that he is a traitor to his Sover¬ 
eign, and a hater of British institu¬ 
tions. 

“Mr. Lugrin. when Mr. Wolley ran 
out of breath, said he did not care to 
talk about himself, but since Mr. 
Wolley had charged him with not 
having a drop of British blood in his 
veins, he would tell the audience 
who be is. and proceed so to do in 
forthright manner. 

“He then referred to the fact that 
his father, his grandfather, his 
great-grandfather, and his great- 
great-grandfather had volunteered 
in defence of the British flag when 
an enemy was in the field, that one 
of his ancestors had raised and 
•quipped, at his o>vn expense, a 


squadron cavalry, and fought 
through the war of the American 
Revohittoo on the British aida. * 

*Jd this stage of Mr. LAigrin's 
rebuttal, the chairman, Mr. John, 
roared out 'stop.* 

**Mr. Lugrin paused and said: 
"The ohairman says for me to stop, 
and I win stop.' 

**He was standing near the edge , 
of the platform when the chairman 
exclaimed: *If you don’t stop. I wffl 
push you off the platform,* and soil¬ 
ing the actioD to the word he pushed 
Mr. Lugrin violently in the back, 
and forced him off the platfonn.

**Instantly there was an uproar in 
the hall. The whole audience rose to 
their feet. Three cheers and a tiger 
were given for Jgr. Lugrin. 

“The utmost confusion ensued, 
during which Mr. and Mrs. Lugrin 
left the room.” 

The upshot of this was that Phil- 
Ups-Wolley lost in Nanaimo and 
Ralph Smith won. 

Edward Oawler Prior for long 
had been Victoria member in the 
House of Commons. 

He left that field, was elected to 
the British Columbia legislature, 
was premier for just under seven 
months, 1902-03, and then, in the 
1904 federal election, ran again for 
the House ol Commons. 

Victoria had always been a Con¬ 
servative stronghold, but tbs 


Laurier Liberals managed to crack 
it in 1910, when George Riley was 
riected. 

Riley ran again in 1904, and his 
chief oppoeitian came from Prior 
and the Oo nsc r v aftvas. 

In 1913 the Rkhard McBride Con¬ 
servatives had swept to pow» pro- 
vineially. and this eonvinced the 
Federal Conservatives that they, 
too. would capture Victoria umI 
every other British Columbia riding 
in 1904. 

They had a powerful ally on their 
side ~ the mm preuder. McBride, 
and be battled to have the Tories 
win this province. 

Ihe socialists were out there 
fighting, too. 

Here’s a rslialst account of one 
such meeting: “llw soci. .ts had 
their blggeM meethig at A.O.U.W. 
Han, and ameng toe gafbering was 
a go^ sprinkUng of !*«***■ 

“It was toe largest gathering of 
socialists ever held in Victoria, and 
many non-socialislB showed ig» at it 
because it was suehr a ptdHical no¬ 
velty. 

“J. C Wattcfs, the nocninee of 
toe socialist pasty, denounced his 
opponents in strong language. 

**Dr. T. J. JoBBi occupied toe 
working man under capitalism,* be 
said in a loud sod emphatic voice. 
'Under Liberal rule we are told that 
we are «f the high-water mark of 
prosperity. 

“ 'What win It mean when we 
reach the lowwater mark?* 

“ 'You are asked to return to 
power Sir WUfrid Lmrier. Why? Be¬ 
cause be is the smartest man in the 
Dominion at keeping the wool pulled 
over the eyes of the working man?" 

“E. T. Kingsley, who suppoi^ted 
Mr. Watten, started off by telling 
the reporters present that they 
might as save their elbow 

grease, as should they report him. 
their publishers would not use their 
reports. 

“He then proceeded to rattle oft 
at a great rate a tirade of abuse at 
all capitalists, and also got in some 
hard mbs at labor slaves, sucken, 
political henchmen, packages of 
labor power walking on two legs, 
dirty labor skates, labor skinners, 
grasshoppers, etc., etc. 

“The Se^te at Ottawa Mr. 
Kingsley described as a 'blasted lot 
of humbugs — an old man’s home.’ 

“For years, be said, be had gone 
to the polls aM voted for the capi¬ 
talistic class, but when be under¬ 
stood the evil of his ways, this fear¬ 
ful stupidity of his, ahhough the best 
loc^cing man on the face of the 
earth, he had ever since been 
ashamed of hims^ 

“This caused much merriment 
and considerable cheering, and Mr. 
Kingsley went on to say be was so 
ashamed of himeetf that be hated 
looking into his minor each morn¬ 
ing, and could not face up to his own 
eyes, and be regretted that be had 
not the power to kick himself off the 
face of the earth. He has now. how¬ 
ever. be said, made amends, and 
knows the truth and will fight for it 
with all the s tren g t h toat is in him. 

“Mf. Kingsley’e eutfing sarcasm 
and humorous bits proved very ef¬ 
fective. and end ted the hearty 
laughter and applause of his audi¬ 
tors.” 

Needless to say most of Viotoriai 
kx)ked upon Messrs. Watters and 
Kingsley as rather dreadful people, 
not too gentori. Mr. Watters was 
defeated, naturally! 

Women didn’t have the vote in 
those days, but usually, at every 
meeting, there were several of the 
so-called gentler sex. 

The presence of women was 
always mentioned in the public 


prints. It was a novelty to haw 
them present 

One liberal meeting for can¬ 
didate Riley was reported this wayi 
“Among toe audience were nMOty 
ladles, who znanifeeCed as desp an 
interest in toe treatment of the tan- 
po rtent issues as the more d emni^ 
strative membets of the dinner 
•ex.** W. W. Bv McMb. fonnec 
member of toe Houso of ComBeoas.

**He was complrte and eonvine- 
ing in every'detail, replete #itti sal¬ 
lies sparkling epigrams, force¬ 
ful and etoquent

“Mr. MeInnis is known to be a 
hard hitter, and he launched out tai 
slide toat left the Toiy P*rty a pM* 
ttAe wreck.

]t was so hard to believe that 
Mexico was really behind us now. 
But the proof lay before us as we 
sailed into the harbor of San Diego 
— people, bridges, high rises, naval 
ships and lots of commerce. 

Wc mode the mistake of entering California 
on 8 Sunday, and had to pay $23 to bring in the 
Oistonis o^i.'ials to e'ear us. The yacht clubs in 
San Diego are i*eany friendly, and generally 
taprakir.g. allow transient yachts like ourselves to 
use their facilities at no cost for five to 10 days. 

A’though tie harbor is huge, there are really 
xe'y few places fpr cruisi ig yachts to anchor. 
Californians arc becoming concerned for their 
ha bors. and pollution is cattsing them to restrict 
their anchorages. So no longer can you anchor at 
pam’om. • 

While working on the boat cne hot afternoon, 
we were all euiie stanlcd when a man of 60-ish, 
etrifped to the v.aist and wearing a beaten 
up yochling cap, came over and very noncha- 
laiit'y aske^ if he might perform a wedding on 
our boat in an hour! We didn’t really know what 
(o think, e^'en lifter learning that be waa a retired 
clergyman, but agreed anywa.v. 

» an hcrir later the bride and groom arrived, 
and tlie wedding was performed on Cbebucto’s 
tifter*deck, while nine others looked on. And Clip¬ 
per. who was tied up in the bow, quietly provided 
the wedding music. 

When ihc minister gave Dad his card after¬ 
wards, I was quite surprised to discover he was 
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also in the reel estate business! We got to know 
him quite well during the seven weeks we spent 
in San Diego, and what a character he was. (He 
referred to his wxirk as his ’'womb to tomb” ser¬ 
vice!) He also loaned Roger his sabot, and invit¬ 
ed Debbie and I to ride as float-girls in the 
Fourth of Jul.v parade. 

In mid-July the re-engining Was finished, and 
we headed north once more. Four days out of San 
Diego we were powering into head winds and 
fractured the high pressure fuel line, so had to 
shut the engine down and sail the remaining 20 
miles to San Fcaneisco. 

The wind rcaily freshened up as we sailed 
close under the Cliff House, and was blowing 
30-35 knots as we sailed under the Golden Gate 
Bridge. We hau to hcave-to. take the main off 
her. and run m on'the foresail. 

San Francisco was so beautiful that evening, 
bs we sailed through the Golden Gate and into 
calmer waters. The moon nas almost full, and 
was slowly rising above the sk>'-line. The city 
seemed enveloped in a pinkish-blue ha». 

Up the Bay we sailed, shedding our wet- 
weather gear ^fore arriving in Sausalito. The 
village of Sausalito is today known as the Hippy 
Capita] of the world. No one seems too sorry 
about this (hough, and it has now become a grow¬ 
ing tourist attraction. Young hippies, old hippies 
— they an appeared to be well financed. We 
learned that m;iny of them were being supported 
by well-off parents who were only too glad to be 
rid of them! 

Relatives in Berkeley, the outskirts of San 
Francisco, showed us around the cit>* while we 
were there. They also took us through the Univer¬ 
sity of California. A park, which had once be¬ 
longed to the university’, originally would not per¬ 
mit overnight camping. The students wanted the 
park for communal living, and physically took it 
over, tearing down fences and storming the place. 
Now- it is an open park with tents, campfires, and 
a communal heap of clothing. 

North of San Francisco it seemed that It was 
alway.s either foggj' or clear with strong winds. It 
was uphill all the way. as both heavy seas and 
gusty winds wore-constanliy against us. Slowly 
we worthed our way nortlnvard. stopping for a 
night in Eureka, and another in Brookings, to get 
out of the weather. 

Oregon’s nigged coast \va.« worse again The 
winds were fresh, and cla> after day hea\’>- sea 
conditions slowed us down. Dad had bmught 
HWeS Oriole up the west coast years ago. and 
eac-h time had premised him.se}f that if he ever 
got a boat he wjuld never br;ng liis family up this 
stormy stretch of coast. As the Ixwvsprit plunged 
relentlessly, and ic>- grey waves crashed through 
Chebuctos waist, we would laugh together and 
remind Dad of this. Ejes red fn m the salt spray, 
and fingers numb from so many cold hours on the 
helm. I could still smiic-and think how fortunate I 
was. 

Across the entrance to the Columbia River, 
and into Gray’s Harbor. Washington. It was so 
thrilling coming over the sand bar which lay 
across the entrance to the .harbor. The fog had 
closed in again, so we follo^vcd the sports fishing 
boats from buoy to buoy, and finally across the 
bar which w as shallow and very choppy. 

The following morning was clear and sunny. 
80 out we went again. It remained clear all that 
day and the wind dropped. Powering up the 
coast, onb a mile or so o£f the beach, we could

kling and glistening in the sun. We arrived as 
struction Island, 30 miles south of Cape Flattery, 
in the late afternoon, and decided to drop the 
hook for the night — our last night before entei^ 
ing Canadian waters. 

lliat night and the following day were also 
clear and sunny. (It was one of those few days on 
the west coast when we didn’t need our wet- 
w-eather gear!'. Far in the distance we could see 
the mountain peaks of Vancouver Island and we 
realized sadly that our wonderful year urvder sail 
was coming to an end. 

B>’ late afternoon we had rounded Cape Flat¬ 
tery and entered Juan de Fuca Strait. Not want¬ 
ing to arrive in \nctoria Harbor in the middle of 
the night, we shut down the engine and sailed the 
remaining 55 miles on just the for’d staysaiL 
Fifty-five miles to Victoria — we were so excited 
that no one slept much that night. 

We arrived in Victoria Harbor about 7 o’clock 
in the morrung on Aug. 11. and anchored in the 
Inner Harbex* in front of the Elmpress Hotel and 
the legislative buildings. After Dad had cleared 
customs, grandparents and relatives arrived on 
the dock to welcome us home — for that is what 
Victoria will be now. Eveiything was a bit over¬ 
whelming ! 

Chebucto now has a permanent berth at die 
Van Isle Marina on the Saanich Peninsula. But 
her cruising days aren’t over yet! The family 
want to sail up the Inland Passage to Alaska one 
day. And who knows — maybe another trip 
•outhl

In the days before science 
played a considerable part in sepa¬ 
rating fact from fiction, old-time 
sleuths depended to some extent 
on a hunch.

Which, of 
course, in exaggerated style, was 
the stock in trade of the late Sher¬ 
lock Holmes. 

Here in B.C. aroond the turn of the century. 
In the lesser sphere of cow-towTi Ashcroft. Provin¬ 
cial ConstaMe- Joseph W. Burr occasionally dem- 
onstraced this <{uality. 

Naturally, in line with his time. Joe’s appreci¬ 
ation of science was some\^hat sketchy (even fin¬ 
gerprints were away in the future) but apparently 
he made up for this lack by his shrewd evaluation 
of human nature. 

Which he had been studying in B.C. since he 
landed with his parents in gold rush Victoria at 
the age of sue. In his teens he became a saddler 
and hamessmaker at Yale, then for a while drove 
a staje for the old B.C. Express. Finally, in 1888, 
he joined the B.C. Provincial police. His first sta¬ 
tion was Lytton and. after several moves, found 
himself (in 1900) at Ashcroft. 

It was on a Saturday morning. June 30 of that 
year, that his office door opened to admit a burly 
white man propelling ahead of him a rather di¬ 
minutive and dciected looking Indian. 



eVRIED GOLD 





T!ie former w'as Edwin L. Webber, station 
ami e.'cpress agent at'Spences Bridge, on the CPR 
main line 25 miles south of Ashcroft. The Indian, 
a Xicola brave, in keeping with his ill-fortune, 
w ent by the name of Jonah. 

To Burr. Webber unfolded a story ttiat started 
several days back when Jonah had dropped off 
the stage at Spehces Bridge with a wo^en box 
c'intaining more than $500 m gold dust. A box his 
employer, GUbert Blair of Coutlie, had told him 
to deliver to the Spences Bridge express office. 

Jonah passed over the box. stoutly corded 
and sealed, addressed to tlie Bank of B.C. at Van- 
c mver, then pocketing the receipt, departed. 
Ilow'ever, when Webber went to put the box in the 
s?ifo he found it too big. So he put it under an of-" 
ficc table, covering it with a big bearskin rug 
which had already been tagged for shipment. 

Came lunch hour, and Webber locked up the 
office and left. When he returned, an hour later, 
as he pr^>ared the express articles for the afters 
n >r.n train, suddenly he noticed the box was gone- 
He check^ around the office, until he found a 
rear window in an adjoining office had been 
jimmied open. 

As tfce only thir^ missing frwn the office 
seemed to be the box, and only he and Jonah 
knew it was there, his suspicion immediately fell 
on Jonah. Promptly he reported the incident to 
his Vancouver office by telegraph and then, after 
putting his express orders on the afterooon train, 
decided to do a little sleuthing. His enquiries 
around town finally showed that jenas had picked 
up a friend’s horse, but instead of beading direct- 
1\ to dloultie. Webber’s investigation showed the 
horse tracks, plainly observed £» a little used 
trail, led a couple ol miles out of town to a des- 
et (txl bam on the banks of the Thompson River. 

It was nearly dark when Webber dismounted 
at the bam, and entering a half-open door, struck 
H match. looking around, by the feeble light, he 
vvLis just able to spy Jonah crouching in one 
corner. Upon being discovered. Jonah darted out 
another door, and took off into the sage brush. 
Webber, fast on his feet and despite the gloom, 
n^anaged to catch up with the fugutive. He was 
istute enough to seardli Jonah, recovering from 
one of his pockets a buckskin bag containing 
about $50 worth of gold. 

Webber ended his story by tossing the buck¬ 
skin bag on the table, intimating that, as the two 
railroad detectives were due to arrive at Spencea 
Bridge, he’d better get back to meet them. In tba 


meantime, the problem ot chai^^ng the Indian 
was up to Burr. 

Ill the ordinary course of events, it seem* 
curious that Burr didn’t offer to accompany Web¬ 
ber back to Spences Bridge. Maybe to thought 
three Investigators were enough: four possiUy a 
crowd. Maybe you could put it down to prerfes- 
sional jealousy. Whatever the reason, cedy Burr 
had tlie answer. 

However, one thing we do know; after Web¬ 
ber’s departure Burr had a toart to heart talk 
with J'Xiah. Though it Was before the current 
trend to bilingualism,-fortunately Joe was adept 
in the- Nicola tongue. A(^)arent]y to posed a few 
questions with some attention to the answers, 
then finally locked toe Indian in a cell. 

Perhaps still occi 4 >ied with his thoughts. -to 
* then went over to toe tdegraph office and a 
chat with the operator. After the exchange of a 
few commonplace remarks, Joe came to the 
point. Could the operator ask Spences bridge fer 
a repeat of the message sent to Vancouver by 
Webber a few days back reporting toe theft of a 
box of gold? 

In the co-operative spirit 6f the cow country, 
the operator oWged and 10 minutes later Joe was 
reading the message. He spent a minute or so 
reading, and re-reading it, then finally put it in 
his pocket and returned to his office. 

He was there, by happy chance, the ne.xt af¬ 
ternoon when Ed Webber accompanied by two 
railroad detectives, made their hurried entry. 
“We found itJ We found it!’’ w-as Webber's excit¬ 
ed greeting as he dumped a square box on Burr’s 
table, tiven pix>ceeded to introduce his com¬ 
panions. 

Burr. course, was interested in all they had 
to say and heard how the bam. according to Web¬ 
ber's reasoning, held the clue to the whereabouts 
of the box. It was as the three ccmcentrated their 
searci; there, that in a few minutes Webber dis¬ 
covered footprints that led to disturbed soil near 
the river bank. 

While toe railroad police looked on, Webber 
scooped away the sand with his hands to reveal 
the box, its contents practically intact Supposi- 
ti<xi was that Jonah had helped himself to $50 
worth of its contents, then stashed the box away 
Jonah (after all toey had no proof to broke 4iito 
against future sending. 

After some discussion as to how to charge 
toe office) the railroad detectives decided to go 
and eat It was as Webber was about to go with 


toem tiiat Burr asked him if he could spare a 
minuic. Apparmtiy another ^msbiem had como 
up. ^ 

Closing his office door^ Durr returned to hti 
seat then motioned Webber to a chair, b qiaet 
tones they talked, until e%'entually Burr produced 
paper, pea and ink and Webber made hts fi|U 
confession. For it was to who made oft with the 
box and buried it; then tried to frame Jonah with 
toe buckskin bag of gold. A bag that Jonah hada*t 
seen before Webber hustled him into the pt^ce 
station! With his impertoct knowledge ot 
the whole thing had gone over his toad. 

Bdaybe. by now. you're wondering how Joe 
Burr arrived at his concluskm ... or ihaii we say 
hunefat Which, as I sail earlier. Is merely the 
power of obsen ation. 

Wen. as it happened to kn e w Jonah to be a 
thoroughly honest man vsho bad workM for GA 
Blair for many years. Ji he’d wanted to steed a 
box of gold to needn't have taken a stage to 
Spences Bridge. Tto tdegrom however was the 
main clue; in his message Webber had told hki 
Vancouver c^ice he’d icpc^ed the matter to the 
provincial police ... three days b^ore he brou^it 
Jonah in to .Ashcroft! He coul^H have the police 
p(4cing around, be had to **find’''Jonah First. 

AccOTding to Webber’s oonfesskm, it was 
while the raHroad detectives were prowling round 
the bam that he got cold feet and decided to “dls* 
cover” the box. 

Upshot W'as that Edwin L. Webber appeared 
at the Clintcm assize that fall, and found guilty of 
attempted toeft, got 21 montto in the New West¬ 
minster jail. Chief Justice A. J. McColl said if it 
hadn’t been for his counsel's idea for dem^icy, | 
Webber would have got a penitentiary sentence. 

Jonah, of course, returned to his empl<^ment 
with Gilbert Blair and Joe Burr continued his 
sagacious course as a policeman. He was chief 
constable in charge of the Yale police district 
when to retired, at Ashcroft, in 1914, after 27 
years serv'ice. And it was there he died, in 1929, 
at the age of 77. concluding a span of life that had 
seen the palisaded fort 'at Victoria and the Wall 
Street crash of 1929. 

In between, of course, there was ample op* 
pctftunity to size up life and individuals ... espe^ 
daily intoviduals. f

She is actually English, since she 
was bom in England. However, she 
thinks of herself as strictly Canadi¬ 
an because she arrived in Van¬ 
couver with her parents at the early 
age of three years old. Her family 
settled in New Westminster, and 
Marion did not mo%'e to Vancouver 
Island until 1953. In that year, Ae 
as)d her husband mo\’ed to Vktctfia, 
and lived for s >nie years on Paking- 
ton Street. ^ 

Nicb as it is. however, PakingtOT 
Street was not the whole answer for 
them, and presently they moved out 
to Happy Valley where they lived In 
a friend’s house and, as Marion puts 
It: "We sort house^at the house 
while our frii^nds werik away on a 
long trip." 

That house-sitting venture was a 
turning point in the Rushton lives, 
for R made it quite clear to them 
tiiat they really would be a great 
deal happier in the coimtry than 
ttiey were in town. Thus, addle they 
house-sat, they began to look around 
them for a likely house, or a site on 
which they could build. 

One day, their w'andering took 
them doWTi towards East Socdce, and 
driving slowly along the twisting 
road, they came to a sign adddi said 
ndeview Road. It's a gravel road, 
but it looked inviting to them, so 
they turned down it and travelled 
right to its end. This is something 
sdiich is not to'> hard to do since 
most roads in that area ine\'itably 
come to an end where the tea meeto 
the land. 

At the very end of the road, Rwy 
eame across a piece oi land with a 
very little house upon It and in front 
was a large sign which said Sold. 

However. Markm who Is not one 
to be easily disc >uraged, got out and 
bad a look, and noticed that on 
closer insp'ection, the Sold sign had 
a rather doubtful question mark 
after it. 

Now, why would a S<^ sign have 
a question mark after H? Obvioasly. 
the real estate man must think be 
h aH a doubtful customer on his hne. 
Maybe one who w'as not yet really 
hook^ 

This was enough for Charles and 
Marion to get out of the car and do 
a fittie looking around, and the more 
ttkey k>oked. the more they liked 
friwt they saw. Indeed, by the time 
Riey left the place they really knew 
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MARION RUSHTON ... with her finger-print 1 


that they had found exactly what 
they had been searching for. 

It is one thing to find an answer 
to a dream, but sometimes another 
thing altogether to make that dream 
come true. Tlie Rushtons hot-footed 
it Into town to see the real estate 
agent and, of course, to plead their 
ease. Ah the way, Marion could only 
dunk about that questkm mark, and 
t pray like mad that H meant what 
she hoped it meant. 

Lady Lack was on toeir side, and 
toe agent, once found, fulfilled their 
fondest hopes by admitting that yes, 
be had tbought.be had sold the prop¬ 
erty, but later found the sale was 
falling through. Therefore, be was 
only too glad to talk business with 
them. 

That was in 1960, and since that 
time, tof^ Rushtons have built their 


bouse Just to their liking, and the 
garden is now so well-established 
that one would think it bad been 
there forever. Charles commutes to 
town every day, while Marion, for 
toe most part, stays home. Howev¬ 
er, like most of us who have redis¬ 
covered the country, she is never 
lonely. For one thing, there is too 
much to do for her to feel or 
bored. The sea is on the doorstep, 
and the hosts sea and shore birds 
are her constant compankms, as 
well as a number of seals and 
otters. 

Marion has a story about one 
baby seal in particular, which they 
named Boomer, and who still has an 
affectionate place in their hearts. It 
about bwo months ago or more 
since Boomer came into the Rush- 
ton’s lives, out to sea 


through her binoculars one morning, 
Marion noticed a mother teal with 
her baby. 

The baby had fallen between two 
logs of a l'>g boom and wras csying 
like a child. The baby was Boomer. 
Mother Seal was doing all she could 
to rescue Boomer, but he was very 
small and very scared and those 
large logs were aw-fuUy large to 
clamber on to. 

A fact which is new to me Is that 
apparently, baby seals cannot swim 
during the f’rst weeks of their lives, 
and this, of course, made Mother 
Seal’s task all toe more difficidt. To 
add to her troubles, a fish boat 
oame along and finally succeeded in 
scaring Momma away. Commercial 
fishermen, f am told, have no great 
love for seals they can often 

do a lot of damage to the nets. 
Perhaps, for this reas^, those pa> 
tlcolar fishermen were out to get the 
motoer seal. However, they did not 
succeed, because Marion ran down 
to toe dock bes’do the house, and the 
fish boat sailed off. 

Marion’s de.scription of how she 
went out to the bo >m and her subse¬ 
quent attempts to rescue the baby 
seal should ha\-e their place In a 
longer story thvan this one. Suffice it 
to say that .she d'd manage to disen¬ 
tangle Boomer from his prison of 
logs and. loading him into the boat, 
beaded back to sh 're with him. 

Since there was stin no sign of 
Momma Seal. Paomer made himself 
at home in the Rushton’s Mtcfaen, 
and was not above accepting 
Marion’s hosp^tplity in the matter of 
food. During the day. Marion kept a 
sharp look out for Jiis motoer, but 
ttkere was no sign of her so, for 
ooee, all thoughts of handicrafts 
faded into the background while 
Marion secl-sat till her husband re¬ 
turned in the evening. 

On Charles’ return, the Rushtons 
went into a huddle as to what it was 
best to do with Boomer. They ob¬ 
viously couldn’t keep him for he was 
too young to be left without a 
mother. Finally. Marion w ent out 
and made the sort of noise tbs had 
beard Boomer making during toe 
eourse of the day. She was rewarded 
at last by the sight of the motoer 
seal’s head shewing above the water 
for an instant. Marion repeated the 
calls and when Mother Seal drew 
nearer. Charles brought Boomer out 
to the boat dock. To get Bocmier 
back to his mother was not an easy 
task, and Marion's descriptions oif 
bow this came about would fOl a 
book. 

The most touching point of all 
eame when Boomer at last taw his 
.motoer and realized he was safe 
home Mice more. "I just could not 
b^eve my eyes," says Maifoou 
*'But would you credit It, when 
Motnsna Seal finally 
Boomer, the little tyke actually put 
his fltopcrs around his mother's 
neck, and the:^ kissed, I’va Mvsr 
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seen anjihing like It before. It made 
me cry, I Was so touched." 

But, of course, Marion does not 
spend all her time rescuing baby 
seals, and swalloa^s who fall from 
their nests. By far the better part of 
each day is given up to her prolific 
artN^'ork and handicrafts. 

Maricm, who has never had an 
art lesson in her life, yet won both 
first and second prizes one year at 
the Vancouver H^by in their 

art display. Her painting media is 
water col(n*s. and all her pictures 
are colorful and most exotic in char¬ 
acter. Indeed, some of her work 
reminds one irresistibly of the nine¬ 
teenth century Fr«jch artist, Henri 
Rousseau. She fa\x>rs his bold treat¬ 
ment of lush tropical subjects which, 
in her case, tend to show brilliantly- 
colored tropical birds against equal¬ 
ly colorful backgrounds. On first 
coming to Victoria, Marion taught 
art at the Silver Threads Centre f*^ 
three years, though she no Iwiger 
does this. 

As 1 noted at the beginning. 
Marion indulges in so many handi¬ 
crafts that it would be quite difficult 
to list all the many different crafts 
she does do. One thing is certain, 
though, and that is that nothing ever 
goes to waste in the Rushtcm lK>use- 
hold. As Marion sa>'s, once a diing 
is used, it is not iust tossed-out into 
the garbage. It either goes for recy¬ 
cling. or compost, or into store so 
that, in due time, it will turn up 
once again, but this time, as an at¬ 
tractive piece of handicraft. Even 
garden weeds may find diemsehes 
utilized for hasti-notes, while 


bathroom tiles turn into ashtrays, 
and. of course, not a shell or a stone 
is safe on the Rushton beach! 

If I had to pick out the three 
forms of handicraft which most in¬ 
trigued me. I think I would plump 
for Marion’s little stone men; her 
finger-print hasti-notes; and the 
quite beautiful brooches and iewelry 
made, of all things, from bread. 

Bread is bread, so far as Tm cen- 
cemed. Marion Rushton. how'ever, 
sees iP*s something else again. She 
sees it as bread-dough jewelry'. In 
order to turn her bread into s me- 
thing which can be molded into 
something else. Marion goes dttough 
a slightly complicated and messy 
f»rocess. which finally produces a 
substance not unlike plasticine or 
modelling clay. 

Bread-dough jewelry' is made. 
Marion tells me, by mixing white 
bread, with w hite glue. To three 
slices of white bread, three table- 
spo >n& of white glue is added. This 
is. then mixed together with the 
hands until all resemblance to bread 
has disappeared. (See what I mean 
by messy!) Cc^rs. either, water 
colors or food coloring, are added to 
the dough at the time of mixing. It 
can be added laler. but this, Marion 
finds, is not so successful. Once 
thoroughly blended, the mixture is 
pul inti a plastic bag and stored in 
the refrigerator. This must be used 
within three weeks, otherwise the 
mixture becomes hard and un¬ 
manageable.' 

Now comes the quite fascinating 
part when the bread dough is taken 
from the ‘fridge. Marion takes it to 
her work table and, breaking off' a 
tiny red-colored piece, she tides her 
nimble finger and thumb to mold it 
into a flower petal.

Bothered by Barklashes? 
Here's How to Avoid Them 


Let’s face it. E\en the easiesl-^;o- 
ing fisherman will get frustrated 
when a backlash ruins his cast. 

What causes backlashes with a 
revoUing-spool reel and how can 
they avoided? Poorly matched 
tackle and improper casting tech¬ 
nique are two possible causes. So is 
loss of control at a critical instant. 
But perhaps the most frequent cause 
is careless spooling of the line dur¬ 
ing the retrieve. A line that is 
bunched up on the reel spool will 
stymie expert and novice alike. 

Some steps you can take to solve 
die problem : 

• A high quality monofila¬ 
ment line will minimize your prob¬ 
lems. And since backlashes often 
result when the spool is only partial¬ 
ly filled, make sure you have 
enough line on the reel spool. The 
spool should be filled to w ithin about 
, inch of the lip. 

• After your cast, wind the 
line back onto the spool evenly and 
smoothly. Faulty level-winding 00 
your retrieve can cause a lot of troifc- 
ble. If you don’t have a le\'el-wind 


device on your reel, guide the line 
back and forth rapidly across the 
reel face with your thumb and fore¬ 
finger. 

* You can avoid many back¬ 
lashes by keeping enough thumb 
pressure on the line — or better still, 
6n the spool itself — duHng the cast. 
Practise Jg^t ttuunbing of the reel 
soool flange w*:^ casting. 

• Try''to make your cast as 
smooth as possible. A fast, jerky 
cast usually results in a backlash 
or an over-run. 

(If yxnd do get a backlash, it may 
help to thumb-rc4i some ol the c<^ 
of the spooled line toward the reel 
side plates. This often hellos ftee the 
snarl.) 

It's a good idea to resist the 
"home run" urge on your first cast. 
Make it short to wet the lin^ and see 
whether diere are any hidden loops 
on the spooL 

Another important point in 
proper casting is to use a light line 
with a light lure. A very light lure 
just can’t produce the force needed 
to pull a heavy line off your reel*

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When May and Joe John, of Blue Heron Road, Sidney, decided they would like 
to make a contribution to British Columbia's Centennial year Mrs. John wrote a 
letter to‘the Sidney mayor and council as follows: "It has been mentioned to me 
by residents of this district that a worthy memorial of the centenary of the entry 
of B.C. into the confederation would be the initiation of a museum of historical 
artifacts and objects from this area. As a member of the B.C. Museums Associa¬ 
tion and as pioneers of Sidney and'district my husband and I have, for many years, 
gathered and assembled many relics of the earliest days of Sidney, including photo¬ 
graphs, manuscripts, rural and household furnishings as well as Indian and pre¬ 
historic artifacts . . . We would be very pleased to present this collection 
to form the nucleus of a museum for the town of Sidney."

That is how Sidney came to 
"^have its museum, which is housed 
in the neat brick building at the 
foot of Beacon Avenue, overlook- 
'ing the bay. The council had re¬ 
cently purchased this Custom 
House building and it seemed an 
ideal place for hcus'ng the, 2,000 
or more items which the Johns had 
collected over the years. 

Members of the Sidney and North Saanich 
Historical Soc.ety held a ‘^ala or-'nUT? of the mu¬ 
seum on May 30, 1971. when more than 290 resi¬ 
dents ar>d frientis attended. Tlie museum was 
’opened by R. H. B. Ker wtr>se father, Da\'id Rus- 
'Sell Ker, had been ki parin.'rshtp with Henr>' 
Brackman in 18SC in Victoria after the Brackman 
mill mov'ed from SIvxil Harbor, Tliis vrj.s a steam 
mill, famous for its n>lled cats and produced 
aJso flour, bran, and chopred feed. 

Ac this time, we are told, the distnet was 
Inhabited solely by fa rmers and an 1382 direclDry 
lists th' population of North Saanich as 45 fa^nv 
ers, one carpen ei*.|one miUir. two blocksmibis. 
one teacher, one taterinarian and one tavlem 
owner. V 

The mill commenced grinding in. 1878 and Was 
closed dowm whan another was established in V’io- 
toria and the buHding was then conv-erlcd into tJie 
North Saanich ff^el which w'as in business until 
1107. It was demoliffiKd sometime in the 30s. 

Das id Ker broi:"ht in ihe^ first Banner oats 
for the farmers in th? district to plant and Joe 
J<^’& father, Dae id. later won a rr^al and cer¬ 
tificate* for his oats at the World s Columbian

FAMILY TREASURES 


Russell Ker prm ided the cedar siding fence 
and wall enclosing the breezeway connecting the 
main building of the museum with the smaller 
one and this has been named Ker's Close m he 
honor. 

Members of the Historical Society spent kmg 
hours cataloguing and arranging the displays and 
many more articles have been added to the 
Johas' originul collertlon and m^re come in as 
time [iasses., May John, herself, is deeply inter¬ 
ested in the hlslory of the communit>' and has 
sf^ent innumerable hours working at the museum. 
She Icno^vs the h s or>' of practioall;.' e* er>- arti le 
there and byg^-nc days come vividly to life as she 
tadks of [>eiple and customs of the past. 

Til? diorama in the lar^je ‘'hovea''? is the 
woru of die \ery talented Norih Saanich artist.

by Julius Brethour for the sum of >500. Tl>e build¬ 
ing stiQ stands cn Blue Heron Road but was long 


ago converted to a residence and Mr. and Mrs. 
J'llin owned and lived in tills historic house for 
some years. 

Some of the most fascinating items in the mu¬ 
seum are th? old cash books, purchased at the 
stru'c of T. N. Kibben and Co,. Victoria, and kept 
by tlio clerks of ilic North Saanich store and [wst 
office. Turning the brown and sometimes tattered 
peges one cemes across many interesting and 
sometimes amusing entries, such as the first in 
one of the books, dated Sept. 24, 1892: one postage 
stamp to H. CHiitenden. five cents; and another, 
one sack Bold Oats and yeast pow'der sold to J. 
Newbigging for 75 cents. James Bell boueiu 104 
pounds of bran for $1.56 and D. John fniTchased 
butter, cl>th. p.outJer and shot to the value of 75 
cents.- J. Bums bought an a.xe and handle for 
$1.59 and W. Wain a pair of gloves for 50 cents. 

An earlier book, in January. 1885. lists Ben¬ 
nett -- "Dark Cfentleman" one sk. oats. $1.90. Joe 
Tow'haino. Kanaka, from Salt Spring Island is 
mentioned. vvho<5e grandson, a few years ago. was 
taken on a publicity flight to Honolulu where he 
was greeted by relatives and friends numbering 
500. 'rhe name of Rose Imrie appears and she 
[lurchased lacc velvet, books and oranges. TTie 
millstone which is used as a doorstop in the mu¬ 
seum was made by her husband, Pete Imrie. 

Little boys, we are told, used to come into the

store to buy 25 cents worth of tobacco, presunv 
ably for a daddy but, In all likeUho^, to be 
smoked quietly behind the woodpile by the small 
boy. 

A note, tucked away in a ledger, reads: 
**Plea5e supply bearer (Jap) with one pair of 
boots and charge to my account.” and it is signed 
by Henry Breeds. His farm w&i situated on the 
land which today is occupied by the Glen Mead¬ 
ows Country Club. He was, incidentally, the first 
man to ever dehydrate vegetables and, we are 
told, he ”lost his shirt** in the venture. On toe 
back of his note are listed the articles taken by 
the Japanese to the value of 510 and for this sum 
he bought four sacks of flour, one sack of rice, 
three packets of sugar, vinegar, tobacco, one pen¬ 
cil, baking powder, an oil tin, candy and dishes. 

One ledger was sc^ly for the Indians 
and records such names as Charley, “One-Eyed 
Jacks Bro.,** to distinguish him, no doubt, from 
other Charleys for toere was also a C^owieban 
Charley. 

Old Katie’s name appears frequently in toe 
book. She traded goods and it is said she ran the 
fii*st secondhand shc^, from her home in Patricia 
Bay. then known as Union Bay. Old Katie, i^K)se 
photograph hangs in toe museum, was toe 
washerw^an for several families and she per¬ 
formed her chores in bare feet, but wearing sev¬ 
eral hats. 

The desk in toe museum is of solid mahogeny 
and was once the bar in the North Saanich hotel 
~ 18b9 to 1906 — and the late Tom Sauvery con¬ 
verted it into a veiy fine desk. From the same 
hotel came the beer barrel with spigot and besida 
it is an earthenware jetr tdiich was apparently 
filled with a “Revigator** made by the Radium 
Ore Revigator Co., of San Francisco. “The rays 
from the radium ose used in xevigator will for 50 
years restore radioactive vigor to any water,** 
reads toe inscription. This jar was filled with 
water and those who bad imbided too freely toe 
night before paid 25 cents a glass for the magic 
potion. 

Several treasured objects have come from 
toe Pendray family of Victoria, among them a 
gramopheme with a laminated oak horn, dated 
1908. Only 50 machines were ever made with such 
a horn. The small one-sided records still sound 
very well. Among them is a John McCormack 
and such old favoritef^Ben Bold and KiUamey. ^ 
Mrs. Pendray was a"granddaughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Samuel Roberts after whom Roberts Bay 
was named. 

A nice bit of Canadiana is the wooden "Delu- 
Bk>n“ mousetrap, made in Hamilton, Ontario, in 
1890. It merely trapped toe mice and the boys 
then let them loose tor the owls to eat 

Tljere are some fine India n relics, — arrow¬ 
heads, baskets, cosmetic powders, and a skillfully 
woven cedar bailc cloto, donated by Mrs. Edito 
Cross, and thought to have been wo\ en about the 
year 1770. 

The Indian trade gun, made by Bamet and

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Bros., London, in 1870, donated to 
Mr. and Mrs. John Reynoldi, fired 
ball and la decorated with a drag 
please the Indians. They had to atack their furs to 
the height of the gim and. hiridentaUy, fiie guns 
kept getting kngerl Mr. Reynoids found the gun 
at McKenzie Sound, lying in the budi baMd* a 
fallen tree. 

May John baa given one or two very old and 
very precioua chiidrent’ hooka, among them an 
original Struwe^ter, deli^itfiilly illustrated. It 
contains,' it says: "Pretty Storiei and Funny Pic- 
turea for Lltfie OilIAen,- and waa publUied by 
Griffith and Farran in the West Ootner of St 
Paul's Churchyard, London. Wa quota one at the 
"pretty stories" — "Here is cruel Frederick, seel 
A horrid, wicked boy was be; Be caught the flies, 
poor UtUe things. And then tore off their tkw 
wings. He Idiled the birds, and broke the chairs. 
And ttsew the kitten down llie safes; AiM oh! Mr 
worse than aU beside. Be sh^’d his Mary tin 
the cried.” 

Great interest is shown by the cfaildrsn whs 
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The old mansion, towering above its crumbling outbuildings in a Cariboo meadow- 
land of autumn yellow, is deserted now. Only a ghost reputedly walks the great 
hallway and rooms, recalling the tragic pioneer Who built this three-storey castle 
for the woman he loved; a woman who never saw the handsome ranch house 
with its six bedrooms, marble fireplaces and specially-imported furnishings. 

He Chose /God’s Country’ 


' One who remembers this Cari¬ 
boo landmark is Roland E. Perrin, 
of Victoria, who, 60 yeors ago, 
acted as the ranch bookkeeper, 
secretary and chaff ear. When he 
last visited the historic 108-Mile 
Ranch, the mansion and barns bad ^ 
survived almost half a century of 
neglect, although much had 
changed since he first saw the 
fabulous estate as a young immi¬ 
grant, in 1912. 

Today Mr. and Mrs. Perrin enjoy retirement 
in a modern aiiariiiient block on Pendergast. near 
^acon HUI Plrk. Bom in 1894. Mr. Perrin una-. 
l^shedJy admits that this means he will be 78 Oc¬ 
tober — -and that he has been retired for all ot 
two years now. During the past three-quarters of 
a cejntury. he his enjoyed numerous adventures 
and occupations, from “down under,’’ to South 
Africa, to British Columbia's Cariboa to Victoria, 
Nciv York City, London and, finally, to Victoria 
again. 

His father. Frederick Perrin. MA. had been a 
third generation Church of England clergy-man. 
having graduated from St. John's, Cambridge. 
After a church in Preston, Lancaster, the senior 
Perrins had accepted a church in Quom. in the 
Adelaide diocese of South Australia, where, a 
year later. Mr. Perrin arrived on the scene. In 
1900, after three years in Riverton. Australia, his 
father had decided to return to England where, 
after a stopover in South Africa, he accepted a 
church in Rushden. 

Young Perrin, however, broke with family 
^adition. Although stud>’ing for the pries*-hood. he 
decided against following in his father's footsteps. 
Owisequently’. the father sought the advi^'e of his 
first x>usin. formerly the bishop of the Church of 
England in B.C.. who had retired to Chelsea. 

Smiled Mr. Perrin: “The bishop said. 'If the 
b*)y doesn’t want the church why not take him to 
God's country?' This was British CoUiriibia. I 
guess he thought it was the next best thing to my 
being in the church !'* 

Thus father and 18-year-nld sop fmofher and 
sister remaining in England until a year latent 
agreed to s'e Canada's w-estemmost province. 
8.000 miles distant. After arriving safely in Mon¬ 
treal (this, despite the senior Perrin's intense' 
disariH^r^rn-’nt at not having obtained passa.ge 
alsoart the crack new liner Titanic which had 
sailed on its maiden voyage at that time!), they 
lxr»rded the tra’n for Ashcraft. H?rc*, Mr. Perrin 
knew of a Card. Lionel Watson, who owned a 
large ranch nearby. 

While Mr. Perrin wait'll in tO'.^-n. his fath?jr 
Journeyed to the ranch by stagecoach. Ashcroft, 
that spring of 1912. was hot. he remembers, 'ic 
was teO degrees. I watched a Diinese b»w trying 
‘o wash down the h- tel's wcjodcp verandah, which 
cried almost as fast as he worked.'* 

During his wait, he accepted the invitation of 
a locAl priest to accomr*any him on his rounds 
which;’ apparently, must have covered consider¬ 
able territorv'. as Mr. Perrin ruefully recalls; T 
w'Qs pretty near bom on a horse but. after using a ; 
<;;:anadian saddb for the first time, they had to 
pc»t me in a bath to get my clothes off. t was raw 
from the wa'ist down — agony! Boy. was I sore!“ 

Despite this unpleasant introduction to life on 
the Cariboo frontier, he welcomed Capt. Watson's ^ 
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offer of a job. the rancher havir^ returned Mr. 
Perrin to Ash«'rofl in a shiny new Cadillac. Ac¬ 
companying his father ttf his new church in Van¬ 
couver's North Lonsdale area, he returned to 
Watson's 40-square-miie lOS-Mile Ranch, 

Ffere he was introduced to Watson's best 
friend and right hand man, Tony Margesson. 
“Both were Etonians.'' he said. “Watson was six 
feet. sLx inche-; tt^-and good looking, with good 
shoulders and a military' bearing. He would have 
been about 35-year-old as be had run away from 
Etoh at 20 to fight in the Boer War. where he 
earned his commission. He was one of the kindest 
men I ever me^ and the Indians adored him." 

At the lOS-Mile Roadhouse, also owned by 
Watson, there was a store, bunkhouse. log bam 
large enough to board 120 liop^es, and a sod- 
roofed shed capal)le of storing a year's supply of 
ice. The ranch house itself, called Watson Manor 
(or “Watson's Folly,** to those who knew of the 
captain's romantic misfortune) was enormous. 
Thiw stories high, it boasted six bedrooms, fire¬ 
places of marble imported from Italy, the most 
expensive of furnishings, such as giant ^)u^-poste^ 
* beds, leather furniture and ivory artifacts, and 
even embossed wallpaj»er sent out from England. 
For years. Mr. Perrin had a sample of the expen¬ 
sive covering, recalling that “that wallpaper was 
aJ thick as cardboard.'*

The mansion had hdeen more than a year to 
complete, all of the materials and fittings having 
to be hauled from Ashcroft by 18-horse freight 
wagons. Solidly built. Mr. Perrin noted that car- 
F>enters — “good carpenters, too" — received a 
Wage of 10 cents an hour in those days. 

The ranch had comprised no fewer than 
50.000 acres of lush grazing land and numerous 
lakes, much of which Capt. Watson had added to 
his original government grant for iSo an acre. 
Near the manor was a large bam in which he 
kept “two pak- of the loveliest horses” and his 
prized Cadillac. From the back porch. Watson, “a 
most DiarveUous shot.” had enjoyed trap shooting 
and target practice with his Mannlicher rifle. 

Mr. Perrin recalls the time that Lord Edge- 
t<Tn of Tatan Hall once visited the ranch with in¬ 
tentions of buying the vast estate .““I tron-sjiorted 
all of them around to several of the lakes, the 
party thinking nothing of taking 50 to 60 ducks in 
a day." 

Just how rich Capt. Watson really was. Mr. 
Perrin has no ioea. allh High he do s remember 
the profitable sideline the captain had enjoyed 
with local Indians. Besides owning the roadhouse 
and store at 108-Mtle. Watson conducted a lucra¬ 
tive trade in “[>enny scarves, jewelry and 
charms, which his .sister would send out from 
England in trunks about three-feet Square. Now 
these trinkets actually cost a cent apiece, plus, of 
co!irsc. th* cost of sending thorn out to Aslicroft. 
But Capt. Watson would s?ll them to the Indians, 
whodoved them, up to a dollar each.” 

?Jainstay of the* ranch was its 10.000 head of 
eatt!', and the wild horses whi^h roamed the 
Cariboo meadov.lands at that time. For each 
horse brought to him. Watson paid the ‘Indian 
ranch hands 23 cents. 

Mr. PerTn's ^b was to “go here, come th^re. 
do this, do that. I looked after the books, wrote 
letters and went to the store; that sort of thing.” 

He also enjoyed the reJe of cowhand during;;- 
the cattle and horse drives of up to 250 animals 
into Ashcroft. 

The rest of the time, he drove Capt. Watson's 
handsome Cadillac. Once, he recounted, he had 
picked up a new Ca'tdlac in Vancouver for his 
employer, boarding the CPR steamer Princess 
Patricia in Nanaimo. As cars were ye* a novelty, 
ferries b|ul not come into their own, the Patricia 


loading and discharging the Cadillac by sling. 
Then he had had to drive from Nanaimo over 
“the famous road" to Victoria to pick up Wats<>n, 
who was staying at the Empress Hotel, and con¬ 
tinue on to his secemd ranch at Westholme. 

That year. Watson had held an auction at 
Westholme to sell the “polo ponies” he had 
shipped to the Island from (Cariboo. Laughed Mr. 
Perrin: “Some we coulAi'l even get near, they 
were so wild! 

“There was one black stallion. whi*h a 
woman bought and then ordered one of the Indian 
ranch hands to saddle. He warned her that the 
horse was too wild but she w-as stubborn and in¬ 
sisted that he saddle the animal, which he did. 
Well, on dll? third buck she landed on the ground 
and he v^-ent over the gate. He eventually ended 
up on Westholme Mountain and, as far as I know, 
he died there; thev never got him. He was a 
b auliful animal. I tliink she paid $350 for him." 

After the auction at Westholme. Mr. Perrin 
returned to lOS-Mile Ranch until November when 
he decided that, as much as he liked his job. he 
hated the cold. “I didn't take kindly to winter at 
all. having been used to much warmer climate. 
Wlien it got down to 0 degrees. I was off!" 

During his employment with .Watson. Mr. 
Perrin bad been asked to w'rite to the ca(»tam'5 
fiancee in England. “On tw«o occasions I had to 
write descriptions of the country, of the beauties 
of everything, and of the people. But slv? never 
came to Canada. As far as I con figure U. she 
thought the Cariboo was too wild. rs. about that 
time, the Indian outlaws Moses Paul and Paul 
Spintlum were on Che loose. 

“Therefore Watson Manor became known as 
Watson's Folly.” 

Due to Watson's service and commissioning 
in South Africa, he vv*as immediately called up 
upon the outbreak of the First World War. Svime 
time after, Mr. Perrin learned that his former 
employer had been killed in France: “He was 
blown up and never found." His friend. Tony 
Margesson, apparently continued at the ranch for 
some time before the mansion was abandoned to 
the weather and to v'andals, who have stripped it 
of its prized marble fireplaces. 

Today the major development firm of Block 
Bros kidustries Ltd. owns the somewhat reduced 
“lOS-Mile Recreation Ranch.” and has expressed 
interest in restoring the old manor. In 1964 Mr. 
PeiTir revisited the ranch and mansion which, 
despite vandalism and neglect, was yet sound. Its 
original shake roof, he had noted with a cari>et>- 
ter's pride, remained watertight. 

Fifty years before, upon quitting the 108 
Ranch and its frigid winters. Mr. Perrin had 
come to Victoria and secured employment as a 
farm hand on Dr. Simon Fraser Tolmie's (Hov er- 
dale Fairm. This fanwis dairy farm was tlien 
bounded by what are today's Braefoot. Cedar Hill 
Oossword. Blenkinsop and Mount Dot^las Cross¬ 
road. Today his most vivid memory of this v-ast 
tract is his having “harrowed almost every 
square foot of it.” 

With the farm's Chinese laborers, he had 
helfied to clear “a magnificent stand of cedar” 
near the present-day inberseorkm of Bl-mkinsop 
and Mackenzie, blow ing stumps and hauling them 
away for burning by horse team. Up at 4 a.m. to 
milk the cows, it was breakfast at 7:30. Surpris¬ 
ingly. some of the original farm buildings still 
stand at the comer of Braefoot and Cedar HiU 
Crossroad. It was “beautiful land." he says, re¬ 
calling ll>e forem.an tTolmie's brother-in-law'- I 
couldn't stand him” — and his wife, “a beautiful 
woman.” 

By 1914 he was woricing for the German arist»>- 
crat and financial wizard. Gi'stav Alvo von Al- 
vcnsleben on his Duncan holdings. The following 
year, he enlisted in Vancouver. “Because I had 
shot at Bisley, I entered officer's training in 
England, and was pul on as a sergeant, teaching 
square and rifle drill at the Inns of (3ourt, in Lon¬ 
don. Then I went to Be-'ldinmsiead to the cavalry 
for my commission. ’ By the end of the war, b« 
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was in Ireland as cnief physical training instnie* 
tor for the Southern Irish Command. 

With Armistice, he returned to B.C. to try 
driving a taxi in QuUiwack (an unsuccessful vcd” 
lure). Moving to New Yorit, he found employment 
as assistant banquet manager in the Hotel Aster. 
It was here that he met the young Lindberg, fresh 
from his victory over the Atlantic. Then, after 
five further years of "stai^’ing to death in Vic¬ 
toria." it was on to Loftdon. to be put in charge of 
a 2€5-suite apartment biBlding a^iich. admoet mi¬ 
raculously. survived the blitz unscathed. With the 
return of peacetime, be was appointed regional 
licensing officer in charge of repairs to wartime 
damage in Birmingham. Newcastle. Redding and 
London, for the Ministry of Works and Planning. 

Upon returning to Victoria in l»f7. be and 
Mrs. Perrin bought a 10-acre farm at Sidney and 
found themsehes catering to the wants of 2.000 
chickens rather than to those of tenants. Sellii« 
out .test a year later, they moved to Victoria and 
bought an cAd rooming house which llr. Penin, 
the versatile secretary, cowhand, carpenter, sol¬ 
dier, banquet manager and farmer renovated. 
Since then they have owTied several revenue prtH 
perties, Mr. Perrin not formally retiring until 76. 

All of which has meant a busy time for the 
travelling, talented, Australian-bom Rcdand Per* 
rin whc chose "Clod's country" over the ministry. 


MOTHER 

Mrs. George Reid counts her 
achievements as commonplace, not 
worthy of recording, but bringing 
up six children and more than 20 
foster children, as well as helping 
with numerous grandchildren 
makes her a unique and much ap¬ 
preciated woman. 

From her chair at the wondow facing Big 
Qualicum River and bay Mrs. Reid has a com¬ 
manding view of the ever changing river and 
ocean and the variety of campers now taking ad¬ 
vantage of the popular campsite on the reserve. 

She declares she does^iittle now but w’atch 
television and read. After listening to part of her 
life story one would agree that she has earned a 
rest and «n opportunity to watch others work. 

While bringing up her six children she started 
taking in foster children. It required a little men¬ 
tal arithmetic to reckon how many she had 
helped rear. *1116 estimate was from 20 to 24 as 
she named a number of them starting with Ruby 
who came as a girl cf 14. 12 ye^rs ago. 

Her success with foster Children grew and 
hoys and girls of all ages as well as expectant 
mo thers were brought to their new home from 
such places as Ladj'smith, Nanaimo. Harrison 
Hot .Springs and from as far away as Hazelton to 
give them a new environment and a new start. 

Sometimes tlie parents would change their 
minds and decide they wanted the child back im¬ 
mediately. but as time went on it was rare for the 
child to want to leave its new home. Here was a 
pleasant atmosphere, a friendly busy family as 
well as kindly discipline. 

Mrs. Reid recalls only one case where she 
asked for a child to be returned to its parents 
after trving for a week to fit the child into its new 
surroundings.

She recalls how wild and unpopulated the area 
was then, with ewte house at Bow-ser. one at Home 
Lake and a number at Deep Bay as the cannery 
was in operation. There w'as a narrow gravel 
road, but it was more comfortable and c<mvenient 
to "take the train." There were no buses except 
fur a company jitrtey connecting Deep Bay with 
Nanaimo. For their education the Indian children 
were sent to the boarding schools at Albemi, 
Kuper Island or Christie on the west coast. 

At the mention of Christie, familiar to both of 
us, Mrs. Reid said how she as a child always 
wanted to go there, but was sent to Port Albemi. 
Here' she felt a stranger and soon begged to come 
home as the children spoke the Indian language 
she did not understand. 

Her eduoatioa was obtained hrom Tulal4> 
Training Scho(^. just outside of Everett. Washing¬ 
ton, and an excellent student she must have beeiL 
Here no native language was tolerated. She re¬ 
members her 0W71 father would not allow the li^ 
dian language to be spoken at home. 

*‘You are brought up in a white man’s society 
so you must give up the Indian ways." he said. 

With the passing of ^ears, Mrs. Reid now

Perhaps the most famous art 
book in a long time is Great Art To 
Ike Grotesque by Kenneth Forbes.

Forbes flails about lashing every 
■ one from Cezanne to Picasso. He 
has a grand r^lemic titled the 
Crime against Sanity. This single 
chapter heading might well serve as 
an assessment of this book—yet one 
cannot help feeling sorry for Forbes, 
locked in as he is to the past and 
mentally embalmed some centuries 
ago." 

Further Stepn In Drawing, and 
Sketching by Adrian Hill is a useful 
book for the amateur who seeks self- 
improvement. 

It sets out a good measure of de¬ 
tail but it can’t hen^e to replace life 
classes and first hand instruction. 
You can learn a certain amount 
about creativity and technique frewn 
bo(^ but a live teacher is invalu¬ 
able.

Possibly the most interesting 
aspect of this situation is the fact 
that art books are becoming more 
and more pc^ular on the Canadian 
scene.

Exuberance of Style

As a playwright. Jack B. Yeats, brother of the poet 
William Butler Yeats, is a better painter. 

However, although his plays are definitely not 
masterpieces, they have a richness of language and 
exuberance of style which make them wOrth reading— 
H you can stand the anarchy of bis plots. 


In this volume, (The Collected 
Playr of Jack B. Keata, Sockar and 
Warb«rg)i edited by the University 
of Victoria’s Robin Skelton, there is 
a wide variety of Yeats' plays, rang¬ 
ing bom those he wrote for the 
miniature theatre to entertain neigh- 
bcMhood children to full-length plays 
crested for the regular stage. 

Yeats, whose woik as an artist 
made him Ireland’s greatest i>ajnt- 
er, wrote the children’s plays during 
the early 1900s, but did not begin 
working op the longer plays until the 
late 1920s, when he was nearing 60 
years of age. 

Like the children’s plays, the full- 
length plays are highly melodra¬ 
matic, but they are much more 
complex, ironic, and anarchistic. 
They are also much more intriguing 
because of these added dimensions. 

My particular favorites of these 
were The Silencer and In Sand. The 
Silencer has as its main character a 
man whose special gift of language 
is the pivot on which the action cf 
the play turns. The vividness and 
richness of Yeats’ speech and the 
imaginative way in which tiie plot 
develops makes the play a delighk to 
read. 

^ Sand is more wistful in tone; it 


c<tocems the legacy of a man whose 
last wish is that the words, “Tony, 
we have the good thought for you 
^till" should be written on the sand 
at low tide. 'Itie phrase endures 
longer than stronger messages of 
political prof^aganda because it 
comes from a feeling of warmth and 
aliection. 

Others of the plays I found hard 
going, because, as Skelton says, 
"Jack Yeats' drama is, one mi^rt 
suggest, anarchic iq the proper 
sense ... it tirees itself fr >m the 
conventions of the drama of its 
time, breaks all • the laws of unity, 
apd challenges all contemporary 
preconceptions of what is dramat¬ 
ic." 

I also found the plays difficult to 
follow because of the fact that plays 
are written to be produced, a^ 
when read they almost always los« 
some of their clarity and force. 

Now tliat some of Yeats’ dramat¬ 
ic work has been published, it would 
be esj»ecially interesting and val)^ 
able if these plays could be i»ro- 
du' ed. so that the general public 
could have the pleasure of seeing 
them on stage. 

Peffhaps tl^is is a project that 
Robin Skelton might undertake at 
the Uni\ ersity of Victoria. 


Name Dropping 


Playwright S. N. Behr- 
man has been a dedi¬ 
cated diarist for 60 -odd 
years, and now he has told 
us all about it in a charm¬ 
ing book he calls, simply, 
People in a Diary. 

This is a book of name-dropping 
par excellence. They fall as the gen¬ 
tle rain from hea\en, but they fall 
with charm, wit, and above all, 
style.- 

Bi'hrman’s catalogue of the greet 
names he has associated with is 
. inexhaustable - C«arb), Keynes, the 
Lunts, SLnclair Lewis, and on. and 
on. 

In my own enthusiasm I may 
leave an impression that this is a 
sliglitly better versioa of one of 
those Hollywood things jammed 
w il^ trivia. Well, it is not that way 
at all. 

People In* A Diary has the odd 
dash of heavily wHii»ped cream but 
it has some truly great stuff also. 

There is a fine account of a visit 
late in the summer of 1938. to the 
home of Siegfried Sassoon, in Wilt¬ 
shire. that exquisite county. 

There at Heytesbury it was Behr- 
man's luck to attend one of Sas- 
soem's Sunday afternoons. He wel-

corned callers and Behrman met So¬ 
merset Maugham. Having once on- 
jo\ed Maugham’s company briefly, 
I am always fascinated to hear how 
olt>crs reacted to him initially. 

Behrman found he “made a 
strange and powerful imfiression on 
first meeting. His features were 
strong and cleanly cut. Hje was 
smallish but one felt great strength, 
enormous self-control." 

The account of this meeting and 
the I wo plaj'VNTights discussing their 
admiration for comedian Har{Ki 
Marx is great reading. There is al.so 
the delightful story of Maugham tell¬ 
ing how he took a game of bridge 
from expert Charles Goren. 

It is perhaps difficult to establish 
a feeling about the book. All the {)eo- 
pie in it belong to an era that was in 
so many ways creative and vital. 

This period between the wars 
^hen so many good things in the 
ar^Jifirf)pened hasn’t been rei>eatad> 
to my satisfaction. 

People In A Diary will bring 
back a good many memories, many 
of them good. I thank Sam Behrman 
for taking us at least part way into 
his confidence. I am left wondering 
wliat he left out. ~ BILL TUOIVL4ft

people concerned. They simply dost 
seem to be worth it.

A section of a log cabin tetxight from Sooke 
by May John and her grandson and erected in tae 
smaller building is more ttian 100 years old.

Probably the least imdeeatood ef 
fish foods are the iasects. Beading 
this list are the dragonflies. They 
are common aroiaid almoet any body 
of water, and are fish food in beih 
tite winged and nymph fonaa. An 
oddity is that some large iqmaph 
forms of dragonflies can capture 
small fish and eat them. 

Daxnaelfiies are cousins of dragon¬ 
flies. Fishermen often see them w 
alighting on tufs of wood or leaeea 
floating on the water. 

Mayflies, in both winged and 
nymph forms, are fovortte fish foods. 
Trout anglers are known to stalk 
streams with @eat pattenoe^ waiting 
for a mayfly hateh. At tiaaaa, they 
become so thick that driving on city 
streets at night can be dangerouiv 
especially beneath street Ugbta. 
of dead and dyteg mayfltes become 
so numerous tbe streets become 
slick.

Then I mounted them on a card 9 inches k 12 
inches covered with blue velvet 

I hoped they’d catch the eye of a real button 
buff and that I might Dnd out more about them. 
The only reaction I got was the (rffer from a 
member of the Historical Society to trade a ser¬ 
vice button for one of the three North W'est 
Mounted Police buttons which date from the 
South African War. * 

So my ceily recourse was to get bools from 
the lilM*ary and try to learn something from them. 
I’ve gleaned quite a bit of informatio, about but- 
torw in general but not much help in identifying 
A mine. 

In brief, buttons have been used from earliest 
times thou^ decoration was their original pur¬ 
pose. Sometimes they were worn on a chain from 
the neck. It is not known when they were first 
used as fasteners. 

Maay substances have been used for buttons. 
Potteiy, wood, stone, even precious sttwies, shells. 
l«m antlers, metals, glass. Modem ones are 
mostly plastic, and many of them are pretty.

Who’s Got the Button? 


from the 18th and 19th centuries, and of course 
the present one. 

During the ISth century, famous potters and 
silversmiths tenderly crafted buttons, and artists 
painted designs upon them. Fabric buttons were 
embroidered with metal threads and beads and 
were triumphs of artistry. 

Buttons may commemorate famous persons 
or historical events. Portraits have been, painted 
on. popcelain buttons, and tintypes applied to 
metal ones. 4 

a Wc are familiar with the campaign buttons 
used in political events and those which carry 
sk>gans or expressbns in use at a particular point 
in time. 

There is sim(^' no end to the types and uses 
to which buttens have been put. and a study 
would be fascinating. 

Button collecting got off to a start in the late 
1380s. Young girls collected them for '^harm 
strings” for a romantic purpose. A certain 
number of buttons on the string would insure the 
advent of Prince Charming. One wonders how 
many girls collected their quota. 

Collecting as a mere hobby for persons of any 
age didn’t get into gear until the 1930s. Since 
then, accordng to the books, it has grown by 
leaps and.bounds. Wl^ have 1 never met a colleo* 
tor? 

To return to my “collection,” the button 
which intrigues me most occupies the centre 
my display card. A brass button. 1^ inches in di¬ 
ameter, features ttie raised bead of a St. Bernard 
dog complete with rescue cask. The dogs eyes are 
tiny brown stones, and very knowing they look. 
Similar stones decorate his collar and the wee 
keg. 

There is nothing to indicate where the button 
was made or how it was used. It has a round 
metal shank, and would be large even for an 
overcoaL Could it haive been a badge? I'd really 
like to know if it came originally from the Alps. 

Seven buttons on the bottom row of the card 
invite'conjecture. These are definitely old, and I 
fancy were heirlooms in nty aunt’s husband's 
family. They may be what are classed as heral¬ 
dic buttcxis. 

I thought they were pewter but sufficient 
application of elbow grease brings out a golden 
sheeo. 'nieir diaxneter is 11 ^-kiches and filigree 


work — flowers and leaves — support the grace¬ 
ful figure of a woman. 

She is especially interesting as she wears an 
E^gypti^-looking headdress, a stomacher and 
pannier skirt. Her right hand rests <mi the effigy 
of a knight, plumed helmet and visor, breastplate 
2 md shield. For beauty and workmanship ^ese 
buttons are the cream of the crop. 

Above them are four buttons one-inch in diame¬ 
ter with a raised design depicting a man wearing 
a periwig and breeches and holding a bird, proba¬ 
bly a falcon, on his wrist. He is surrounded by 
leaves and flowers and the rim of the button is in¬ 
tricately worked. I’m sure this button must also 
be ver> old. 

Besides the three NWMP buttons there are 
several aenice buttons that I had. brought back 
from the First World War by my husband. His 
own Canada, a couple from Germany, one from 
New Zealand and one or two others that I cannot 
identify. An American button may be of Second 
World War vintage. 

From the centre to the top are dress buttons, 
most of which were my mother’s and date from 
the late 19th or 20th centuries. Four of these are 
interesting as they have a raised design which 
looks Japanese and probably commemorate the 
Gilbert and Sullivan opera The Mikado which 
would date them in the 1880s. 

The other buttons are interestingly designed 
and pretty, but I cannot discover any particular 
significance' to them. Some have "jew’el" insets, 
no doubt glass. Three others suggest uniforms but 
are probab^ civilian copies. 

The top. row is different again. These buttons 
were my mother’s and I seem to recall her telling 
me that they once adorned a “basque” — whatev¬ 
er that was! They are black and carved into the 
semblance of a rose. 'Diey have metal shanks but 
I do not know of what they are made. They dcHi’t 
look shiny enough for jet which I believe was also 
a buttcvi material. 

So much tor my “collection” and Fd better 
get busy with the metal polish and chamois 
before the tarnish piles up. I had thought of turn¬ 
ing it over to the local museum but feel it would 
not be of much value without more explicit infoi^ 
mation. 

At any rate I am sure I shall never become a 
serious collector, though I exmeede that it could 
be an interesting bobby.

11 Hurt In Belfast 


Flying Shrapnel 
Kills Mother 


BELFAST (AP) — Flying 
shrapnel from a car bomb 
blast killed a y ung mother 
and wounded her baby daugh¬ 
ter Saturday in a Roman 
Catholic enclave of Belfast. 

The explosion injured 11 
other i)ersons. including a 
nine-year-old girl. 

Mrs. Olive M'^Connell, a 22- 
year-old mother of three chil¬ 
dren, who was standing at the 
door of her home, died in¬ 
stantly. The wounds of her in¬ 
fant daughter, Siobhan, were 
not serious. 

Security forces said a huge 


crowd immediately massed 
round the wrecked veliicle, 
preventing soldiers and police 
from getting near. 

The explosion occurred out¬ 
side the Long Bar, a well- 
known Irish Republican Army 
meeting place in Leeson 
Street in the Lower Falls. 

It was not clear whether the 
explosion was caused by an 
IRA bomb waiting to be tran¬ 
sported to a target elsewhere 
in Belfast or a Protestant 
bomb smuggled into the 
Lower Falls.

Prime concern of new 
Agriculture Minister 
Dave Stupich is to stop 
the erosion of valuable 
farm land by pressure 
from Industry and hous¬ 
ing. 

Raised on a small farm 
nbar Nanaimo, Stupich knows 
about vanishing agriculture 
land and year after year of 
diminishing returns to the 
farmer. 

"In B.C. It does matter. We 
only have limited acreage for 
intensive farming and we 
haven't done anything about 
holding it to the past," he said 
as he stretched his legs over 
the side of his chair and 
plonked them down on hU 
desk. 

Stupich is a short man in a 
big office with a job of dubi¬ 
ous importance from the pub¬ 
lic viewpoint. 

He deals with questions 
about the agriculture portfolio 
and its decreasing signifi¬ 
cance but clearly doesn’t in¬ 
tend to let It stay that way. 

To understand agriculture 
in this province he claims, 
one has to know the lack of 
importance attached to it by 
former premier W. A. C. Ben¬ 
nett. ^

Bennett held the agriculture 
post himself between April 
and September in 1957 but ac¬ 
cording to Stupich it was not 
one of the areas where the 
former premier "rould make 
a big splash."

Stupic seems to be a man 


with genuine desire to do 
something for agiioulture and 
he doesn’t think the job has 
lost significance. 

A chartered accountant by 
profession, he is married and 
aged 50. 

Because of his farm up¬ 
bringing he said he was not 
surprised to get the portfolio 
and considers himself "hdt an 
illogical choice." 

Last year he sold a 24-acre 
poultry farm he owned near 
Nanaimo which had 7,000 lay¬ 
ing hens. He still owns the 
family’s mixed farm of 15 
acres with his sister but rents 
it out. 

Larger Share 

With this “farm blood" In 
his veins, Stupich has worked 
out a list of priorities: 

• Halt the alienation of 
prime agricultural land for in¬ 
dustrial and residential devel¬ 
opment. 

• Win a larger share of 
the consumer dollar for the 
farmer without forcing food 
prices up. 

“Some farmers are not 
even getting a 5 per cent re¬ 
turn* for their efforts. This is 
not enough to keep them in 
business or to purchase more 
land." 

• Set up standards for 
testing farm machinery. 

“Some farm machinery 
doesn’t do what it’s supposed 
to do. Other machinery does 
what it is supposed to do but 
isn't adaptable to B.C. crops 
and conditions." 

Spare Parts 

Stupich wants standards set 
to stop farmers wasting 
money on impractical ma¬ 
chinery and he also plans to 
look at the spare parts busi¬ 
ness and make it a prerequi¬ 
site that spare parts must be 
available within range of 
farming communities In B.C.
